Merchandise  Marks  Act 

In  the  Bulletin  (No.  37)  recently  issued  by  the  British 
Chemical  Trade  Association,  it  is  stated  that  the  Customs 
officials  at  the  ports"  are  now  actively  enforcing  the 
Merchandise  Marks  Act.  The  following  information 
is  given  to  enable  members  to  avoid  having  their  goods 
seized  and  held  up  on  importation  :  It  is  often  the  prac- 
tice for  importers  to  have  their  packages  marked  with 
their  initials  as  identification  marks — for  instance,  A.  B. 
&  Co.  for  Arthur  Brown  &  Co.  The  Customs  have  ruled 
that  this  is  an  offence  against  the  Act,  and  that  firms 
doing  so  will  not  only  have  their  goods  seized,  but  will 
be  liable  to  prosecution.  The  Act  states  that  goods  or 
packages  can  be  imported  with  no  marks  on  at  all,  but 
if  they  have  the  full  name  or  any  abbreviation,  such  as 
initials  of  the  importer,  marked  on  them  they  must  also 
be  marked  with  the  country  of  (Origin — "  Made  in  France," 
and  so  on.  In  a  few  words,  it  really  means  that  importers  . 
must  not  mark  goods  with  either  their  name  or  initials 
unless  they  also  add  the  country  of  origin.  It  is,  however, 
permissible  to  mark  packages  with  a  distinguishing  mark 
that  is  not  in  any  way  relative  to  the  importer's  name  or 
any  trade-mark  that  he  may  be  using  in  this  country.  For 
instance,  A.  B.  &  Co.  can  mark  goods  "  XYZ,"  and  they 
are  quite  in  order  ;  or,  again,  a  single  letter  in  a  square, 
circle,  or  diamond  would  be  passed  by  Customs. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Cases 

At  West  London  Police  Court,  on  April  5,  Harry  Cole, 
buyer,  and  Bernard  Rouse,  engineer,  were  each  sentenced 
to  six  months'  imprisonment  for  being  in  unlawful  posses- 
sion of  9  oz.  of  "pure  cocaine." 

At  Marylebone  Police  Court,  London,  on  April  3,  Gervis 
Jacobs,  clerk,  was  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment 
in  the  second  division  for  being  in  unauthorised  possession 
of  cocaine  and  a  solution  of  morphine ;  and  on  the  follow- 
ing day  John  D.  E.  Dudley,  actor,  Jacobs's  brother,  was 
similarly  sentenced  at  the  same  court  for  being  in 
possession  of  morphine,  a  solution  of  morphine,  and  some 
tablets. 

At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court,  cn  April  3, 
William  Smith,  bootmaker,  was  sentenced  to  six  months' 
hard  labour  and  fined  £200,  with  the  option  of  a  further 


three  months'  imprisonment,  for  being  in  unauthorised 
possession  of  cocaine  and  offering  to  supply  it.  Mr.  J.  R. 
Nicholls,  a  Government  analyst,  certified  that  the  presence 
of  nearly  ^  oz.  of  cocaine  hydrochloride  was  disclosed  by 
the  analysis  of  a  powder  submitted  to  him. 

At  Westminster  Police  Court,  on  April  1,  Sitaram  S. 
Gaikwar,  a  British  subject  of  Indian  appearance,  was 
sentenced  to  six  months'  hard  labour,  with  a  fine  of  £"00 
or  three  months'  hard  labour,  for  offering  to  supply 
cocaine  and  for  having  it  in  his  possession.  The  quantity 
taken  from  him  was  said  to  weigh  nearly  2  lb.,  and  to  be 
worth  "  about  21s.  per  oz."  He  had  offered  to  sell  it  for 
£770,  and  had  apparently  deposited  the  parcel  containing 
it  in  a  tea-shop. 

Protection  not  wanted 

The  Chemical  Merchants'  and  Users'  National  Vigilance 
Committee,  which  is  composed  of  representatives  of  trades 
directly  affected  by  the  operations  of  the  Dyestuffs  (Im- 
port Regulation)  Act,  and  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries 
Act,  1921,  adopted  a  resolution  on  April  5  demanding  the 
early  repeal  of  both  Acts. 

The  Board  of  Trade  will  shortly  hold  an  inquiry  into 
a  complaint  that  several  articles,  including  measures,  jars, 
and  bottles,  have  been  improperly  included  in  the  lists 
of  articles  chargeable  with  duty  under  the  Safeguarding 
of  Industries  Act  (Part  I.). 

Birmingham 

A  number  of  shop-windows  in  the  city  have  been 
smashed  of  late  by  irresponsible  persons. 

The  students  of  the  municipal  School  of  Pharmacy  are 
holding  a  whist-drive  and  dance  on  April  12. 

The  manuscript  "John  Inglesant  "  {C.  <L-  ZX,  March  11, 
p.  39)  has  been  sold  for  £57. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Mann,  Ph.C.  (Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay. 
Ltd.),  has  returned  from  a  much-needed  holiday  in  the 
Channel  Islands. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  the  city  analyst, 
reports  that  he  and  his  colleagues,  one  of  whom  a  lady, 
had  submitted  to  them  4,797  samples  for  analysis  during 
the  past  year. 

The  following  notice  appears  in  the  apparatus  depart- 
ment of  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  in  Easy  Row  : 
"  As  these  premises  are  to  come  down  to  make  room  for 
improvements  and  the  war  memorial,  this  business  will 
be  transferred,  on  or  about  May  20,  1922,  to  218  Corpora- 
tion Street,  opposite  the  Law  Courts." 

Leicester 

Much  satisfaction  is  expressed  locally  at  the  re-election 
of  Mr.  A.  E.  Young,  Ph.C,  to  the  Executive  of  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union. 

The  window-shows  of  T.  E.  Butler,  Son  &  Co.  and 
J.  Young  &  Sons  convey  the  impression  that  spring  has 
arrived,  though  most  pharmacists,  noting  the  changeable- 
ness  of  the  weather,  have  included  a  selection  of  ''  winter  " 
lines  in  their  displays. 

Liverpool 

Despite  industrial  troubles,  leading  retailers  report 
business  to  be  on  the  up-grade. 

Mr.  R.  Keir.  Everton  Road,  has  decided  to  take  a  rest, 
and  has  sold  his  pharmacy  to  Mr.  Tomlinson,  Hastings. 

The  marriage  of  Dr.  G.  J.  Adami,  Vice-Chancellor  of 
Liverpool  University,  with  Miss  Marie  "Wilkinson, 
daughter  of  the  vicar  of  Litherland,  took  place  at  St. 
Philip's  Church,  Liverpool,  on  April  4. 

Among  over  200  candidates  for  the  106  seats  on  the 
enlarged  West  Derby  Board  of  Guardians,  covering  an 
area  with  a  total  population  of  900,000,  there  was  only 
one  pharmacist,  and  he  was  unsuccessful. 

The  introduction  of  "summer-time"  during  an  incle- 
ment spell  has  been  followed  by  a  multiplication  of  cases 
of  coughs  and  colds,  but  it  was  not  with  this  increased 
business  in  prospect  that  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion voted  for  the  permanency  of  "daylight-saving."

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election.  In  last  week's  0.  <L  D.  (p.  56)  there  was  a 
suggestion  that  the  candidature  was  conditional,  and  the 
more  definite  news  has  given  great  satisfaction  to  the 
strong  contingent  of  Merseyside  people  who  were  at  the 
Scarborough  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference last  year.  Mr.  Peck's  tactfulness,  together  with 
his  brilliant  presidential  address,  enhanced  the  reputation 
that  his  distinguished  services  to  pharmacy  had  already 
gained  for  him,  and  it  is  difficult  to  think  that  any  voter 
is  likely  to  pass  his  name  by.

— The  annual  conference  of 
the  National  Amalgamated  Union  of  Shop  Assistants, 
Warehousemen  and  Clerks  will  be  held  at  the  Cannon 
Street  Hotel,  London,  E.C.,  on  April  16  and  17.  Among 
the  matters  to  be  discussed  is  the  question  of  amalgama- 
tion with  the  Drug  Workers'  Union  and  the  National 
Association  of  Dental  Assistants. 

Shopping  festival. — A  "  shopping  week  "  is  being  held 
in  Exeter  from  March  30  until  April  7.  The  opening 
ceremony  was  performed  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Philip  F. 
Rowsell,  F.C.S.),  assisted  by  the  Mayoress.  A  first  prize 
in  the  window-dressing  competition  was  gained  by 
Stone  &  Son,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Fore  Street.  For  original 
windows  prizes  were  awarded  to  Milton  &  Son  and 
Hinton,  Lake  &  Son,  Ltd.,  and  a  diploma  of  merit 
to  Messrs.  Stone. 

Coal-gas  Order. — By  way  of  the'London  County  Council 
comes  the  information  that  the  Board  of  Trade  has  issued 
an  Order  providing  that  no  gas  undertaking,  as  defined  by 
the  Gas  Regulation  Act,  shall  supply  any  gas  for  domestic 
purposes  containing  carbon  monoxide  unless  such  gas 
possesses  the  distinctive  pungent  smell  of  coal-gas.  The 
committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  inquire 


into  the  question  of  the  proportion  of  carbon  monoxide 
allowable  in  coal-gas  suggested  that  failure  to  supply  gas 
of  the  kind  mentioned  in  the  Order  referred  to  should  be 
made  an  offence  (C:  <b  D.,  I.,  1921,  p.  269). 

Chemical  Society. — An  informal  meeting  was  held  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Society  in  Burlington  House,  London, 
W.,  on  March  30,  at  which  The  British  Drug  Houses 
exhibited  a  series  of  their  indicators  for  the  determina- 
tion of  hydrogen  ion  concentrations.  Seventeen  different 
indicators  were  shown,  test-tubes  containing  the  various 
solutions  being  arranged  in  such  a  way  that  the  contents 
were  lighted  from  behind.  For  each  indicator  a  number 
of  test-tubes  containing  solutions  of  different  concentra- 
tion illustrated  the  range  of  colour  according  to  the 
respective  Ph  concentration  in  a  most  striking  manner. 
A  chart  of  hydrogen  ion  concentration  data  was 
distributed. 

Anthrax  Committee. — An  Advisory  Committee  has 
been  appointed  by  the  International  Labour  Office  for 
the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  :  (a)  The  problem  of  the 
disinfection  of  wool  and  hair  infected  with  anthrax  spores 
in  all  its  bearings,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  governing 
body  in  time  for  consideration  by  the  1923  Conference. 
(b)  The  practice  and  effective  methods  of  preventing  in- 
fection among  flocks ;  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  1923 
Conference,  (c)  The  possibilities  of  dealing  with  infec- 
tion by  anthrax  from  hides,  skins,  and  other  materials. 
The  British  Government  has  nominated  Sir  William 
Middlebrook,  M.P.,  as  chairman.  He  was  chairman  cf 
the  Departmental  Committee  on  the  Prevention  of 
Anthrax  which  was  appointed  in  1913. 

Portsmouth  students  visit  Burgoyne's.  —  On . 
March  24  the  pharmacy  students  of  the  Portsmouth  Muni- 
cipal College  paid  a  visit  to  the  works  of  Burgoyne, 
Burbidges  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  East  Ham,  London,  E.  The 
party,  accompanied  by  the  lecturer  in  pharmacy,  Mr. 
F.  Hemming,  left  Portsmouth  by  motor-coach  at  7  a.m., 
and  were  subsequently  received  by  Mr.  A.  M.  Cheyne, 
one  of  the  directors  of  Messrs.  Burgoynes.  The  students 
then  made  a  tour  of  the  warehouse  and  laboratories  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Cheyne  and  the  works  chemists. 
Much  interest  was  taken  in  a  fine  exhibition  of  crude 
drugs  in  original  bales  as  imported.  In  the  manufac- 
turing laboratories  the  processes  involved  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  tinctures,  liquid  extracts,  pills,  tablets,  and  other 
pharmaceutical  products  were  explained  to  the  visitors, 
as  well  as  the  chemical  processes  used  for  the  production 
of  both  organic  and  inorganic  chemicals.  Interest  was 
also  shown  in  the  modern  machinery  for  the  production 
of  emulsions,  and  in  the  tablet  and  pill  plant.  After  tea 
a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  company  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Hemming  and  replied  to  by  Mr.  Cheyne. 

In  the  courts. — At  Tunbridge  Wells  Police  Court,  on 
March  27,  Winnifred  Sutherland  Low,  who  was  attired  in 
nurse's  uniform,  was  charged  with  obtaining  goods  by 
false  pretences  from  various  firms  in  the  town,  including 
perfume,  etc.,  to  the  value  of  £10  6s.,  from  Mr.  A.  E. 
Hobbs,  Ph.C.  The  accused  was  in  the  employ  of  a  lady, 
in  whose  name  she  ordered  goods  by  telephone.  The 
Bench  sentenced  her  to  twelve  months'  hard  labour. — At 
Leeds  Assizes,  on  March  31,  Mr.  George  Hamilton  East- 
wood, chemist  and  druggist,  Kirkstall  Lane,  was  awarded 
£75  damages,  and  cost's,  against  Cyril  Smith,  manufac- 
turer, Keighley,  for  injuries  received  in  a  collision  between 
two  motor-cycles  last  August.  It  appeared  that  the  plain- 
tiff had  his  left  leg  broken,  and  was  away  from  business 
for  several  weeks. — At  West  Ham  Police  Court,  on 
March  31,  three  labourers  named  Scales,  Lee,  and  Phillips 
were  remanded  on  a  charge  of  breaking  and  entering  into 
the  shop  of  Mr.  T.  H.  D.  Stevenson,  chemist  and  druggist, 
61  West  Ham  Lane,  E.  15,  with  intent  to  steal. — At  West 
Ham  Police  Court,  on  April  5,  Richard  Dorsett,  dealer, 
was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  stealing  and  receiving,  in 
conjunction  with  William  Gearing,  two  cases  of  fancy 
goods,  valued  at  £82.  It  was  stated  that  in  1919  the  cases 
were  consigned  from  Nottingham  to  Stratford  by  Boots, 
Ltd.,  and  that  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  had 
paid  Messrs.  Boots  £55  in  respect  of  the  loss. 
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Irish  News

The  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  for  Northern  Ireland 
have  informed  Londonderry  Board  of  Guardians  that  they 
will  not  press  their  suggestion  of  a  lower  salary  than  £150 
per  annum  for  Mr.  John  Thompson,  Ph.C.,  compounder 
of  medicines  at  the  City  and  Waterside  Dispensaries. 

The  Minister  of  Local  Government  has  written  to  the 
Oldcastle  Board  of  Guardians  acknowledging  an  applica- 
tion for  extension  of  time  in  regard  to  the  overdue 
account  of  William  Wade,  amounting  to  £36  2s.  for  medi- 
cines supplied  to  Oldcastle  Dispensary,  and  requesting 
to  be  informed  on  whose  authority  these  articles  were 
ordered.  The  clerk  said  that  so  far  as  he  knew  the 
medicines  were  ordered  by  the  doctor  on  the  instructions 
of  the  Guardians.  The  clerk  was  directed  to  explain 
matters  to  the  Department.

Tenders  are  now  being  accepted  by  Boards  of  Guardians 
in  Northern  Ireland  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances  for  the  next  year.  At  a  meeting 
of  Armagh  Guardians  at  which  the  lowest  of  three  tenders 
for  drugs — that  of  Gray,  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  Dublin 
— was  accepted,  Mr.  William  Elliott,  who  dissented, 
remarked  that  he  saw  where  the  boycott  was  to  be  reim- 
posed,  and  Armagh  should  take  nothing  from  Dublin  when 
the  latter  were  to  take  no  goods  from  Northern  Ireland. 
The  tender  of  John  Clarke  &  Co.,  Belfast,  for  medical  and 
surgical  appliances  was  accepted.  Subsequently  the  clerk 
said  there  was  an  opinion  prevailing  that  the  boycott  was 
to  be  reimposed,  and  he  suggested  that  the  Board,  if 
unable  to  fulfil  the  contract  owing  to  the  boycott,  should 
be  at  liberty  to  purchase  medicines  from  wherever  they 
could  get  them.  The  suggestion  was  approved.  The  Local 
Government  Department  have  informed  the  Kilkenny 
County  Board  of  Health  that  medicines  and  appliances 
had  been  included  in  the  scheme  of  collective  buying  for 
the  whole  of  Ireland,  and  the  County  Board  should  not 
consider  any  tenders  until  prices  from  the  Trades  Depart- 
ment of  the  L.G.  Department  had  first  been  considered. 
The  suggestion  was  adopted.  Antrim  Board  of  Guardians 
refused  to  accept  the  lowest  tender  for  the  supply  of 
medicines  and  appliances  because  it  came  from  a  firm  in 
Dublin.  The  Boards  of  Guardians  of  Omagh.  Strabane,  and 
Londonderry  Unions  invite  tenders  for  the  supplying  of 
medicines  and  medical  appliances  for  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1923.

It  is  announced  that  the  closing  hours  for  Newport 
pharmacists  will  be,  on  and  after  April  3,  Saturday 
8  p.m.,  Wednesday  1  p.m.,  and  other  days  7  p.m.,  with 
the  usual  attendance  on  Sundays. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  raise  £5,000  for  University 
recreation  grounds,  and  with  this  object  a  bazaar  is  to 
be  held  in  the  Caird  Hall  in  November.  It  is  proposed 
to  have  a  "pharmacy  stall,"  and  this  is  being  organised 
by  the  students  of  medicine  who  were  formerly  con- 
nected with  pharmacy.  Miss  D.  L.  Doig,  chemist  and 
druggist  (daughter  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Doig,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist), and  Mr.  H.  McLeish,  conveners  of  the  "  pharmacy 
stall,"  have  been  calling  on  local  chemists  during  the 
week.

Mr.  J.  Mackenzie,  chemist,  Rillbank  Crescent,  is 
endeavouring  to  raise  £300  to  enable  the  trustees  to  employ 
a  caretaker  in  the  cottage  in  which  Michael  Bruce  was 
born. 

"  I  saw  two  optimists  last  week,"  writes  an  Edinburgh 
chemist.  "  One  was  a  gentleman  from  somewhere  furth 
of  Scotland,  who  was  attempting  to  sell  ice-cream  in  a 
bleak,  wind-swept  thoroughfare  ;  the  other  was  a  traveller 
seeking  an  order — a  few  days  after  his  firm  had  announced 
a  reduction  on  their  goods." 

Glasgow 

At  the  Central  Police  Court,  on  March  4,  three  men 
were  remanded  on  a  charge  of  having  broken  into  the 
premises  of  Cockburn  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Gordon 
Street. 

At  the  examination  in  bankruptcy  of  Mr.  A.  S.  Steven- 
son, formerly  a  manufacturing  chemist,  before  Sheriff 
Boyd,  at  the  County  Buildings,  recently,  it  was  stated 
that  from  1918  till  1919  the  bankrupt  carried  on  a  soap 
manufactory  at  Carntyne,  under  the  name  of  Stevenson 
&  Co.  He  started  business  with  a  capital  of  about  £100 
and  borrowed  about  £50  from  his  father.  Books  relating 
to  the  business  which  he  had  kept  at  Carntyne  were 
destroyed  when  the  premises  were  broken  into  last  year. 
The  examination  was  adjourned. 

At  Glasgow  Criminal  Court,  on  March  29,  William 
Taylor  (see  C.  &  D.,  March  11,  p.  43)  was  sentenced  to 
six  months'  imprisonment  for  having,  on  several  dates 
in  October  and  November  last,  obtained  quantities  of 
morphine  sulphate  from  chemists  in  the  city  by  means  of 
forged  prescriptions.  In  his  defence  accused,  for  whom 
it  was  alleged  that  he  was  temporarily  insane  when  the 
offences  were  committed,  admitted  writing  out  prescrip- 
tions that  he  had  no  authority  to  present  and  mentioned 
that  a  tube  of  25  half-grain  tablets  would  last  him  about 
thirty  hours. 

Repercussion. — The  "Journal  de  Pharmacie  de  Bel- 
gique,"  the  official  publication  of  the  Belgian  Nationale 
Pharmaceutique,  contains  in  its  number  of  March  5  an 
article  dealing  with  "  Chlorodyne  Mania  in  England," 
abstracted  from  the  Berlin  "  Pharmazeutische  Zeitung." 
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French  News 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

M.  Dufraisse  has  been  nominated  Sub-Director  of  the 
Laboratory  of  Organic  Chemistry  at  the  College  de  France. 

The  death  is  announced  of  M.  Ferdinand  Baduel,  phar- 
macist at  Murat  and  representative  of  the  district  in  the 
French  Chamber  of  Deputies  from  1906  to  1919. 

Legion  of  Honour. — Recent  additions  include  M.  Roure, 
manufacturer,  Grasse,  as  an  officer,  and  M.  Comar,  manu- 
facturer of  chemicals,  Paris,  as  a  chevalier. 

The  Confederation  of  French  Scientific  Societies 
invited  to  a  lunch,  on  March  28,  the  members  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  the  French  Parliament  who  have  contributed 
to  "  assure  the  development  of  scientific  research  and  the 
life  of  scientific  associations."  M.  Leon  Berard,  Minister 
of  Public  Instruction,  and  Professor  Charles  Moureu, 
President  of  the  Confederation,  were  joint  chairmen,  and 
the  Minister  of  Hygiene,  the  Rector  of  the  University  of 
Paris,  many  senators,  academicians,  and  professors  were 
present.  M.  Moureu  said  that  the  20,000  members  of 
the  Confederation  constituted  the  "  effective  of  the  French 
army  of  science." 

New  pharmacy  scholarships. — The  subscriptions  given 
by  Paris  pharmacists  to  the  fund  in  favour  of  their 
mobilised  confreres  during  the  war  were  so  liberal  that 
a  balance  of  25,000  fr.  remains  in  hand.  The  Paris 
Pharmacists'  Association  (Chambre  Syndicale  des  Pharma- 
ciens  de  la  Seine)  has  decided  to  devote  the  proceeds  of 
this  sum  to  the  foundation  of  scholarships  of  500  fr. 
each.  Preference  will  be  given  to  the  sons  of  mobilised 
pharmacists  of  the  Seine  department,  and  the  marks  ob- 
tained at  the  school  "Preliminary"  will  also  be  con- 
sidered. No  scholarship  can  be  held  for  over  four  years, 
and  students  who  fail  to  pass  their  annual  examination 
will  no  longer  be  eligible. 

Radium  treatment. — On  March  23  M.  Berard,  Minister 
of  Public  Instruction,  presided  at  a  gathering  at  the 
Radium  Institute.  M.  Appell,  Rector  of  the  University 
of  Paris,  described  the  resources  of  the  Institute  : 
1  gram  of  radium  prepared  by  M.  and  Mme.  Curie  and 
offered  by  the  latter  in  1918 ;  500  millig.  lent  by  Dr.  Henri 
de  Rothschild  to  the  Military  Sanitary  Service  during  the 
war  and  presented  to  the  Institute  in  1919 ;  500  millig. 
voted  by  the  city  of  Paris  in  1920;  and  the  gram 
brought  by  Mme.  Curie  from  the  United  States  in  1921. 
M.  Regaud  explained  the  apparatus  for  controlling  the 
emanations,  and  Mme.  Curie  then  opened  the  casket,  thus 
inaugurating  the  Rothschild  donation. 

Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. — At  the  March  meeting 
the  general  secretary  (M.  Grimbert)  reported  that  the  First 
and  Second  Codex  Revision  Sub-Committees  wished  to 
amalgamate.  This  was  agreed  to.  The  new  sub-committee 
will  thus  study  acids  and  inorganic  bases  and  their 
metallic  salts,  and  will  be  composed  of  MM.  Andre, 
Breteau,  Damiens,  Guerbet,  Lantenois,  Lebeau,  and 
Meillere.  M.  Goris  read  a  paper  on  his  researches  (in 
collaboration  with  M.  Deluard)  on  the  influence  of  sun- 
light on  belladonna.  This  adds  to  the  total  weight  of 
leaves  and  increases  their  alkaloidal  content.  He  also 
reported  on  his  study  of  the  method  of  preparation  of 
hyoscyamine  and  its  sulphate,  in  collaboration  with 
M.  Costy.  The  President  presented  a  note  by  M.  Bouvet 
on  the  history  of  poisons  regulations,  and  read  the  con- 
clusion of  a  report  on  the  standardisation  of  pharma- 
ceutical glassware.  M.  Huerre  followed  with  a  paper  on 
"  Some  Reactions  of  Nitric  Acid  on  Phenols  and  Ethers  tf 
Pyrocatechin."  M.  Tiffeneau.  reported  that  he  had 
examined  some  foreign  manufactured  adrenalin  tablets  by 
physiological  methods.  He  found  they  only  contained 
41  to  45  per  cent,  of  the  quantity  of  adrenalin  stated,  and 
the  tablets  contained  cnloride  of  sodium  and  a  large  quan- 
tity of  glucose.  M.  Grimbert  read  some  remarks  by 
M.  Pecker  on  the  characteristics  of  distilled  cherry-laurel 
water,  and  also  some  observations  by  MM.  Moureu  and 
Boismenu  on  the  use  of  Schiff's  reagent  in  the  quantitative 
analysis  of  acrolein.  The  report  of  the  Eighth  Sub-Com- 
mittee for  Codex' Revision  was  then  read  and  discussed, 
and  adopted  after  certain  modifications. 


Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report  : 

At  St.  Pancras,  London,  Lilian  L.  Peters,  a  widow, 
committed  suicide  by  taking  oxalic  acid  while  of  unsound 
mind. 

At  Preston,  Mr.  Walter  F.  Moore,  M.B.,  the  prison 
doctor,  committed  suicide  by  taking  hydrocyanic  acid 
or  a  cyanide  while  of  unsound  mind. 

At  Grove  Street,  Liverpool,  on  March  29,  Mr.  Nathan 
Price,  drug-store  proprietor,  committed  suicide  by  taking 
potassium  cyanide  while  of  unsound  mind.  Evidence 
given  at  the  inquest  indicated  that  he  had  been  in  bad 
health  and  had  had  business  worries. 

The  trial  of  Major  Herbert  R.  Armstrong,  solicitor, 
Hay,  for  the  murder  of  his  wife  and  the  attempted 
murder  of  Mr.  Oswald  Martin,  solicitor,  in  each  case 
by  the  administration  of  arsenic  (C.  &  D.,  February  25, 
p.  58),  began  at  Hereford  assizes  on  April  3.  The 
expert  evidence  had  not  been  reached  when  the  Court 
rose  on  April  5. 

An  inquest  was  concluded  at  Wood  Green,  Salisbury,  on 
March  31,  on  the  bodies  of  Mrs.  Hicks,  Hale,  Cheshire, 
and  Arthur  V.  Quinn,  skating  instructor,  Manchester,  who 
were  found  dead  in  a  cottage  in  the  village  on  Marcn  3. 
The  analyst's  report  as  to  the  contents  of  the  stomachs 
showed  that  30  gr.  of  opium  had  been  found.  The 
Coroner  remarked  that  4  gr.  was  enough  to  kill  a  person. 
A  verdict  of  felo  de  se  was  returned. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Leeds,  on  March  30,  on  the  body 
of  Mr.  Joe  Dixon,  a  comedian,  who  was  found  in  a  dying 
condition  at  a  railway  station  in  the  city  on  the  previous 
Sunday.  A  medical  witness  stated  that  death  was  due  to 
haemoglobinaemia,  caused  by  an  overdose  of  potassium 
chlorate,  taken  in  tablet  form.  There  were  on  record,  he 
added,  two  cases  of  death  from  potassium  chlorate  used 
for  the  throat.  A  verdict  of  "  Death  by  misadventure  " 
was  given.  [The  annual  reports  of  the  Registrar-General 
for  England  and  Wales  show  that  in  the  years  1878-1918 
inclusive  there  were  eleven  cases  of  fatal  poisoning  by 
potassium  chlorate. — Editor.]

Chf.nopoditjm  oil  for  hookworm. — The  use  of  oil  of 
chenopodium  commenced  when  thymol  was  not  available 
during  the  early  days  of  the  war.  It  proved  to  be  satis- 
factory in  every  way  and  is  the  drug  commonly  used  in 
Ceylon  since  1917.  Statistics  indicate  that  in  three  treat- 
ments about  95  per  cent,  of  the  worms  are  removed  from 
the  body.  Nearly  400,000  people  in  Ceylon  have  been 
successfully  treated,  to  whom  were  given  835,908  doses  of 
chenopodium,  thymol  and  betanaphthol.

Arsenical  Borax  Case. — At  Lambeth  Police  Court, 
London,  on  March  30,  Mr.  Thomas  Harvey,  Ph.C, 
118  Brayard  Road,  S.E.  15,  was  summoned  for  having 
sold  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser  borax  containing 
0.01  per  cent,  of  arsenic  (arsenious  oxide),  equal  to  100 
parts  of  arsenic  per  million.  Mr.  C.  E.  Newton,  solicitor 
for  the  prosecution,  pointed  out  that  borax  should  contain 
only  five  parts  of  arsenic  per  million.  The  defendant  said 
he  bought  the  substance  as  a  pure  article.  His  goods  were 
guaranteed  by  the  wholesale  firm.  The  magistrate, 
remarking  that  Mr.  Harvey  appeared  to  have  done  his 
best  to  obtain  a  pure  article,  ordered  him  to  pay  £1  Is. 
costs. 

Dispensing:  Cases. — At  Old  Street  Police  Court, 
London,  on  April  4,  Pomerantz's  Drug  Stores,  Ltd., 
Roman  Road,  E.,  were  summoned  for  selling  a  mixture 
stated  to  be  deficient  to  the  extent  of  27  per  cent,  in  the 
amount  of  sodium  salicylate  ordered.  The  case  was  found 
to  be  proved,  and  a  fine  of  £20,  with  £5  5s.  costs,  was 
imposed. — At  the  same  court,  Boots  Cash  Chemists 
(Southern),  Ltd.,  were  summoned  in  respect  of  an  excess 
of  62  per  cent.,  according  to  the  prosecution,  in  the 
amount  of  sodium  salicylate  contained  in  a  mixture  dis- 
pensed at  an  East-End  branch.  A  fine  of  £12,  with 
£3  3s.  costs,  was  imposed,  the  magistrate  remarking 
that  an  excess  was  as  dangerous  for  a  patient  as  a  defi- 
ciency, but  that  there  was  no  possible  element  of  fraud 
in  this  case. 

Camphorated  Oil  Case. — At  North  London  Police 
Court,  recently,  J.  Edmunds  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  High  Street, 
Kingsiand,  were  summoned  for  selling  camphorated  oil 
deficient  in  camphor  to  the  extent  of  10.35  per  cent.  The 
certificate  of  the  public  analyst  stated  that  the  sample 
consisted  of  olive  oil  82.07  parts  and  camphor  17.93  parts. 
Mr.  Kirby,  who  appeared  for  the  defence,  pleaded 
"Guilty,"  and  said  that  this  particular  batch  was  made 
up  with  the  required  quantity  of  camphor,  but  every  time 
the  bottle  was  opened  for  small  sales  some  of  the  camphor 
escaped.  The  deficiency  in  this  case  was  really  very 
small — only  two  parts  in  a  hundred.  The  magistrate  said 
he  disliked  convicting  firms  of  high  reputation  on  technical 
offences,  so  he  should  simply  call  upon  the  defendants  to 
pay  £5  5s.  costs. 


Bankruptcy  Reports 

Re  C.  Bttema.n  Hvabury,  late  of  Curzon  Street, 
London,  W. — The  debtor,  who  had  been  interested  in  the 
Hardfast  Paint  and  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  attended  before 
Mr.  Registrar  Francke  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court 
on  March  31  for  his  public  examination  on  a  statement  of 
affairs  in  which  he  returned  his  liabilities  at  £209,106 
expected  to  rank  for  dividend,  and  his  assets  at  £14,627 
net.  He  stated,  in  reply  to  the  Official  Receiver,  that  the 
company  above  mentioned  was  formed  in  December  1919 
'with  a  capital  of  £75,000,  and  was  promoted  with  the 
object  of  acquiring  the  business  of  a  paint  and  chemical 
manufacturer  carried  on  in  Stepney.  He  had  acted  as  a 
director  of  the  company  until  the  date  of  the  receiving 
order  against  his  estate.  He  placed  no  value  on  his  shares. 
He  had  also  acted  until  the  same  date  as  a  director  of 
another  company,  called  Anglian  Foods,  Ltd.,  which  was 
formed  in  April  1920  for  the  purpose  of  exploiting  a  regis- 
tered process  for  making  cattle  foods.  He  estimated  his 
loss  in  that  connection  at  £8,900.  His  honour  ordered 
the  examination  to  be  concluded. 

Be  Irving:  Alexander  Scene  (described  in  the  re- 
ceiving order  as  the  Keene  Co.),  manufacturing  chemist, 
52  Gray's  Inn  Road,  London,  W.C.  The  public  examina- 
tion of  this  debtor  was  resumed  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court  on  March  31,  his  statement  of  affairs  showing 
liabilities  £11,168,  of  which  £10,818  are  expected  to  rank 
for  dividend,  and  established  net  assets  £2,046.  Mr. 
Beyfus,  counsel,  represented  the  debtor,  and  Mr.  E.  W. 
Hansell,  counsel,  appeared  on  behalf  of  Mr.  P.  S.  Booth, 
Accountant,  the  trustee  in  the  debtor's  bankruptcy.  The 
Official  Receiver  having  stated  that  he  had  concluded  his 


part  of  the  examination,  Mr.  Hansell  proceeded  to  examine 
the  debtor,  who  declined  to  give  any  particulars  relating 
to  the  recipes  of  certain  secret  formulas.  On  re-examina- 
tion by  Mr.  Beyfus,  the  debtor  explained  that  he  and  his 
brother  had  jointly  invented  the  formulas  in  question,  and 
they  had  never  been  reduced  to  any  tangible  form.  It 
would  not  have  served  any  very  useful  purpose  had  they 
been  so  reduced,  because,  although  it  was  true  that  none 
of  the  formulas  was  very  difficult  or  intricate,  the  capacity 
to  make  the  preparations  rested  in  his  brother  and  himself. 
He  had  formerly  carried  on  business  in  partnership  with 
his  brother  in  France,  the  U.S.A.,  and  elsewhere,  but 
there  was  a  dissolution  as  and  from  November  1,  1917, 
and  since  then  he  had  carried  on  business  in  the  U.S.A. 
and  this  country,  while  his  brother  was  still  carrying  on 
business  in  France.  On  his  previous  examination  it  was 
stated  that  there  was  in  existence  an  agreement  between 
his  brother  and  himself  not  to  disclose  the  secret  formulas 
to  third  parties.  That  was  absolute.  In  reply  to  Mr. 
Hansell,  the  debtor  admitted  that  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  had 
been  manufacturing  the  cold-cure.  The  original  formula 
for  that  was,  however,  suggested  by  that  firm,  and  he  and 
his  brother  having  made  a  few  slight  changes  in  it,  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.  began  to  manufacture  for  them.  The  debtor, 
however,  did  not  attach  too  much  importance  to  the  cold- 
cure.  It  was  true  that  the  firm  in  question  were  aware  . 
of  the  secret  process  in  that  instance,  but  he  contended  that 
it  was  an  understood  thing  that  secrets  of  that  kiria  must 
be  kept  in  the  trade.  After  some  further  examination, 
the  Registrar  informed  Mr.  Hansell  that  he  possessed  no 
power  to  make  the  debtor  disclose  secret  formulas.  That 
was  a  matter  which  would  have  to  be  decided  by  the 
Judge,  to  whom  a  report  of  the  facts  would  have  first  to 
be  made.  Mr.  Hansell  once  more  requested  the  debtor  to 
make  a  disclosure  of  the  formulas  in  question,  but  the 
debtor  declined,  and  in  this  attitude  he  was  supported 
by  his  counsel.  Under  the  circumstances  the  Registrar 
ordered  an  adjournment  of  the  examination  until  April  19, 
it  being  understood  that  an  application  would  in  due  course 
be  made  to  the  Judge  sitting  in  Bankruptcy.

Mr.  Dobson  described  the  experiments  carried  out  by  the 
late  Sir  W.  Crookes,  and  subsequently  explained  the 
different  rays  which  are  set  up  when  a  current  of  elec- 
tricity is  passed  through  a  vacuum  tube.  At  this  stage 
a  demonstration  of  the  Rontgen  or  rr-rays  was  given.  Mr. 
Dobson  then  went  on  to  the  discovery  of  radium  and 
other  radio-active  elements  and  their  various  properties, 
sketching  the  relation  which  exists  between  the  alpha-, 
beta-,  and  gamma-rays  of  the  radio-active  elements,  and 
the  negative,  positive,  and  .r-rays  generated  in  a  Crookes' 
tube,  also,  how  that  this  intra-atomic  property  is  inde- 
pendent of  all  physical  and  chemical  stimuli.  He  then 
gave  the  life-histories  of  uranium  and  thorium,  and 
showed  that,  after  the  discovery  of  radio-activity  the  gap 
between  uranium  and  thorium,  and  bismuth  and  lead  in 
the  periodic  table  had  been  filled  with  thirty-four  new 
unstable  elements. 

Portsmouth. —  The  Portsmouth  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion, in  conjunction  with  the  local  branch  of  the  British 
Association  of  Display  Men,  held  a  successful  and  instruc- 
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tive  meeting  recently,  when  Mr.  G.  E.  Marfitt,  chemist 
and  druggist,  President  of  the  Leicester  branch  of  the 
British  Association  of  Display  Men,  gave  a  lecture  on 
Windouvdisplays.  Mr.  Marfitt  began  his  lecture  by  ex- 
plaining the  chief  points  necessary  for  a  selling  window. 
He  emphasised  the  value  of  showing  goods  suited  to  the 
neighbourhood,  putting  in  seasonable  goods  and  not  over- 
crowding windows  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  them  un- 
attractive. Fine  lantern  slides  were  shown  of  many  £100 
prize-winning  windows,  including  chemists'  windows, 
giocery  and  photographic  windows  At  the  close  of  the 
lecture  questions  were  asked  and  opinions  offered.  Mr. 
Sparrow,  President  of  the  Portsmouth  Pharmacists'  Asso 
ciation,  proposed  the  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Marfitt.  Mr. 
L.  C.  Barnes,  President  of  the  local  branch  of  the  British 
Association  of  Display  Men,  also  thanked  Mr.  Marfitt  on 
behalf  of  the  members,  and  urged  local  chemists  to  join 
the  Display  Men's  Association. 

Thames  Valley. — The  Thames  Valley  Pharmacists' 
Association  held  a  meeting  on  April  5,  the  President 
(Mr.  W.  M.  Tims)  in  the  chair.  Messrs.  Clement  and 
Tims  reported  on  Insurance  matters,  and  after  a  long 
discussion  the  meeting  accepted  the  revised  dispensing 
terms,  under  protest  that  the  terms  offered  are  inade- 
quate. The  report  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 
Conference  was  before  the  meeting.  Mr.  Marns,  who 
was  a  delegate  for  Middlesex,  explained  the  many  matters 
that  arose,  particularly  the  supply  of  scheduled  poisons 
by  wholesale  houses  to  unqualified  persons,  the  marking 
of  prescriptions  with  a  private  mark,  National  Health 
Insurance  matters,  chemists'  wine  licences  and  conditions 
attached  to  them  by  licensing  justices.  Mr.  Higgs, 
J. P.,  also  spoke  on  this  point,  saying  that,  while 
there  was  no  "chemist's  wine  licence,"  the  bench  could 
say  under  what  conditions  the  licence  was  issued.  A 
list  of  the  candidates  for  the  coming  Council  election 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  read  out  by  the 
secretary ;  it  was  decided  to  leave  members  to  vote  as 
they  wished.  Mr.  Marns,  who  is  a  candidate,  gave  a 
short  address.  It  was  decided  to  accept  the  invitation  of 
A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd.,  to  visit  their  works  at  Isleworth 
on  May  10.  Mr.  Dobson  (Hounslow)  was  appointed  to 
act  on  Maw's  Sports  Committee  as  the  representative  of 
the  Association. 

Wolverhampton. —  The  Wolverhampton  Chemists' 
Association  held  a  meeting  on  March  29,  at  which  Mr. 
J.  H.  Coleman  presided.  After  some  routine  business 
had  been  transacted,  Mr.  H.  E.  Cullwick,  a  veteran 
member  of  the  Association,  delivered  an  interesting  lec- 
ture entitled  A  Chemist  in  Ceylon.  This  was  largely 
an  account  of  the  lecturer's  own  experiences  during  a 
few  years'  sojourn  in  the  island. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Orange 
Free  State 

A  general  meeting  was  held  at  Vickers'  Buildings, 
Bloemfontein,  on  March  1.  There  were  present  Mr.  F. 
Carter  (President),  Mr.  C.  Weller  (hon.  secretary  and 
treasurer),  Messrs.  Reid,  Block,  Taylor,  and  Fyfe  (mem- 
bers). A  letter  from  the  Eastern  Districts  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  in  reference  .to  the  new  Pharmacy 
Bill  was  read  and  fully  discussed.  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  write  the  E.D.P.A.  thanking  them  for 
their  letter,  and  informing  them  of  the  steps  they  had 
taken  in  the 'matter.  There  was  some  discussion  on  the 
regulations  regarding  the  cyaniding  of  premises,  etc.,  pro- 
posed by  the  Town  Council,  and  the  secretary  was  in- 
structed to  inquire  why  they  proposed  prohibiting  this 
being  done  on  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  public  holidays,  as 
these  seemed  to  be  the  most  suitable  days  for  the  work. 
After  a  discussion  on  the  pharmacy  classes,  the  secretary 
was  instructed  to  write  the  Registrar  of  the  Grey  Univer- 
sity College  inquiring  whether  they  propose  to  continue 
these  classes.

of  Great  Britain 
Council-meeting 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  April  5,  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat 
(President)  in  the  chair.    The  absent  members  were  Miss 
Buchanan  and  Mr.  Young. 
The  President  intimated  that  there  were  no  questions. 

Elections  and  Restorations 
Nineteen  persons  were  elected  members  and  thirty-nine 
student-associates  of  the  Society;  a  number  of  persons 
were  restored  to  the  Society,  and  two  were  restored  to 
the  Register.  The  registrar  reported  there  had  been 
seventy-seven  registrations  of  apprentices  as  students 
since  the  last  meeting. 

Annual  Financial  Statement 
The  Treasurer  described  the  report  as  one  of  the  most 
satisfactory  the  Finance  Committee  had  ever  had  the 
pleasure  of  presenting.  The  amount  of  accumulated  funds 
was  a  little  less  than  last  year,  but  they  had  spent  £2,V00 
on  decorations,  otherwise  there  would  have  been  a  better 
result.  Perhaps  the  most  unsatisfactory  feature  was  the 
amount  owing  for  advertisements. 

Mr.  Lloyd  said  the  deficit  on  the  Prize  Fund  grew  year 
by  year,  and  he  wondered  whether  it  could  not  be  put  on  a 
proper  basis.  The  money  would  have  to  be  found  some 
time,  and  he  suggested  that  the  fund  might  now  be  put 
on  a  proper  footing. 

Mr.  Rowsell  pointed  out  that  very  little  had  been  done 
in  the  way  of  decorations. 

The  Treasurer  :  I  simply  used  the  word  "  decorations  " 
because  it  appears  in  the  report. 

The  President  assured  Mr.  Lloyd  that  the  Education 
Committee  should  go  into  the  matter  of  the  Prize  Fund.

The  existing  auditors  were  nominated  for  re-election, 
and,  it  was  reported,  had  intimated  their  willingness  to 
accept  office. 

Correspondence 
Hull  Pharmacists'  Association  forwarded  a  resolution 
expressing  dissatisfaction  with  the  representation  of  phar- 
macists on  the  Council  which  compiles  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeias, and  urging  the  Council  to  press  for  more 
representation  in  accordance  with  the  scheme  formulated 
by  the  late  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  at  the  London  Conference 
in  1913. 

Mr.  Keall  said  he  would  be  going  to  Hull  in  a  few 
days,  and  if  the  Council  wished  he  would  deal  with  the 
subject. 

The  President  approved,  but  at  the  same  time  pointed 
out  that  the  matter  could  also  be  discussed  at  the  same 
time  as  the  Council's  report  on  the  subject. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Council  for  Combating 
Venereal  Disease,  enclosing  a  long  questionnaire  with) 
reference  to  their  proposals  for  the  continuous  treatment 
of  such  disease  should  be  made  compulsory.  In  a  further 
letter  it  was  suggested  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  appoint  a  representative  to  attend  the  conference 
on  the  subject  to  be  held  in  May. 

Mr.  Keall  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Council. 


The  President  said  the  matters  raised  in  the  quentiun- 
nmre.  were  really  such  as  should  be  dealt  with  by  local 
blanches,  and  after  a  brief  discussion  the  subject  was 
dropped. 

The  Federation  of  Medical  and  Allied  Societies  wrote 
enclosing  resolutions  regarding  reconstitution  of  the 
organisation.  From  the  same  Society  a  resolution  was 
received  accepting  the  recommendations  of  the  Geddes 
Economy  Committee,  and  undertaking  to  endeavour  to 
secure  that  the  national  health  should  not  suffer. 

The  Secretary  :  I  may  point  out  to  Mr.  Hagon  that 
one  of  the  suggestions  of  the  Committee  is  the  abolition 
of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health.  (Laughter.) 

The  President  said  a  report  on  the  subject  would  be 
circulated  at  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Guthrie  said  he  would  like  to  know  what  was 
meant  by  a  reconstitution  of  the  committee.  The  Council 
knew  of  the  danger,  in  which  they  were  continually,  of 
agreeing  to  something  they  did  not  quite  understand. 

Mr.  Melhuish  said  it  would  be  necessary  to  bring  the 
question  of  reconstitution  before  the.  Council. 

The  Secretary  said  the  matter  was  an  extraordinarily 
serious  one.  It  involved  such  questions  as  public  health 
and  public  health  services,  the  cost  of  Health  Insurance, 
reduction  of  health  inspectors,  and  there  were  political 
points  as  well.  The  Council  were  asked  to  pass  a  resolu- 
tion accepting  economies  as  a  contribution  to  the  scheme 
of  national  economy. 

The  President  said  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  Guthrie 
could  be  dealt  with  in  the  report  on  the  subject. 

Pharmaceutical  Service  in  the  Army 

A  report,  of  which  the  following  is  an  abstract,  was 
presented  on  the  question  of  Army  dispensing  and  the 
employment  of  pharmacists  in  the  Army  : 

A  deputation  of  members  of  Council  waited  on  the 
Director-General  of  Army  Medical  Services  on  August  2, 
1917,  and  drew  his  attention  to  the  very  unsatisfactory  condi- 
tion of  things  pertaining  to  the  employment  of  pharmacists 
in  the  Army,  and  to  the  supply,  distribution,  and  dispensing 
of  medicines  under  the  R.A.M.C.  As  a  result  of  the  inter- 
view, the  Director-General  (Sir  Alfred  Keogh)  invited  the 
Society  to  nominate  representatives  of  the  Society  to  discuss 
the  matter  with  two  or  three  officers  of  his  department  with 
a  view  to  getting  any  proved  grievances  remedied.  The 
names  of  the  representatives  appointed  by  the  Council 
were  Mr.  Edmund  White.  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin,  Mr.  E.  A. 
Atkins,  and  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones. 

A  report  from  the  representatives  of  the  Society  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Council  of  the  Society  at  its  meeting  in  March 
1919,  and  the  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Council 
of  the  Society  :  "  That  the  Council  should  call  the  attention 
of  the  Director-General  to  the  following  facts  :  (a)  That  in 
1917  his  predecessor  received  a  deputation  from  the  Council; 
(6)  that  arising  therefrom  he  had  appointed  a  Departmental 
Committee  to  discuss  with  representatives  of  the  Council 
the  question  of  the  pharmaceutical  service  in  the  Army ; 
(c)  that  the  conferences  ceased  and  the  Committee's  work 
ended  prematurely,  as  the  Council  thinks ;  and  id)  that  the 
Society's  representatives  were  not  aware  of  this  until  months 
afterwards.  That  in  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  the 
Director-General  be  asked  to  receive  a  deputation  from 
the  Society  in  order  that  they  may  put  before  him  the 
present  unsatisfactory  position  and  the  reasons  for  their 
disappointment  with  the  result  hitherto  obtained  from  the 
action  initiated  by  his  predecessor." 

The  Director-General  (Lt.-Gen.  Sir  T.  H.  J.  C.  Goodwin) 
acceded  to  the  request  in  the  resolution,  and  received  a 
deputation  on  April  2,  1919.  .The  Director-General  ex- 
plained that  there  had  been  a  misunderstanding,  and  that 
he  would  appoint  a  Joint  Committee  of  officers  of  the; 
Department  and  of  the  nominees  of  the  Society  to  go 
thoroughly  into  the  whole  ojuestion,  and  submit  to  him  a 
joint  report.  In  May  1919  the  Council  appointed  as  their 
representatives  for  this  purpose  the  President  (Mr.  W.  L. 
Currie).  Messrs.  Jenkin.  White.  Major  G.  W.  Harris,  Major 
F.  S.  Peck,  and  Si'-  William  Glvn-Jones.  On  December  18. 
1919.  an  outline  of  a  scheme  for  reorganisation  of  phar- 
maceutical services  was  submitted  by  the  Council's  repre- 
sentatives. In  May  1920  a  letter  was  received  indicating 
that  this  scheme  could  not  be  accepted.  In  October  1920  a 
letter  was  received  informing  the  Societv  that  the  Army 
Council  had  decided  to  constitute  a  joint  committee  of" 
representatives  of  the  Societv  arid  of  the  Royal  Army 
Medical  Service  with  the  following  terms   of  reference : 
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"  To  consider  the  employment  of  pharmacists  in  the  Army 
in  connection  with  the  provision,  distribution,  and  dispens- 
ing of  medical  and  surgical  supplies  in  peace  and  war,  and 
to  make  recommendations  regarding  their  organisation  and 
status."  The  Committee  consisted  of  Colonel  0.  L.  Kobm- 
son,  Colonel  J.  R.  MacMunn,  Major  P.  G.  Easton,  Mr. 
W.  H.  T.  Ottley,  Mr.  E.  S.  Peck,  Mr.  E.  White,  and  Sir 
William  Glyn-Jones.  This  Committee  held  fourteen 
meetings.  The  report  was  unanimously  adopted  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Army  Council.  A  letter  received  from  the 
Army  Council  in  reference  thereto  states  that  the  Army 
Council,  while  recognising  the  value  of  the  report  and  the 
desirability  of  such  a  scheme  as  that  outlined  by  the  Com- 
mittee, feel  that  the  existing  financial  conditions  must 
preclude  the  adoption  of  the  Committee's  recommendations. 
They  have,  therefore,  reluctantly  decided  to  postpone  the 
detailed  examination  of  the  report  for  a  year,  when  financial 
conditions  may  be  less  stringent.  In  the  meantime  it'  is 
not  proposed  to  print  or  circulate  the  report. 

The  President  said  the  report  had  been  printed  and 
circulated  to  members  of  the  Council,  so  he  took  it  they 
would  not  want  him  to  read  it  to  them  that  day.  In 
presenting  it  he  thought  he  was  probably  voicing  the 
opinion  not  only  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  but 
also  of  pharmacists  throughout  the  country.  In  spite 
of  all  the  work  which  had  been  put  into  the  matter, 
they  found  that  the  Army  Council  were  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  deal  with  it  or  put  it  into  operation  at  this  stage. 
The  matter  had  been  going  on  now  for  something  like 
five  years  or  more.  Re  believed  the  original  deputation 
of  members  from  the  Council  waited  on  the  Director- 
General  of  the  Army  in  August  1914.  There  had  been 
many  setbacks  to  the  proposals,  but  the  representatives 
of  the  Society  had  persisted  in  their  suggestions  to  the 
"War  Office,  despite  all  setbacks  through  the  intervening 
years.  The  Council's  representatives  recognised  quite 
well  that  the  financial  conditions  prevailing  at  the  pre- 
sent time  must  be  taken  into  consideration.  Economic 
conditions,  they  knew,  had  a  very  big  influence  on  any 
changes  such  as  had  been  suggested,  but  they  hoped  that 
the  Army  Council  would  go  into  the  matter  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  so  that  the  report,  which  was  drawn  up  by 
the  joint  committee  of  members  of  the  Council  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  War  Office,  should  be  given  some  prac- 
tical shape  as  an  evidence  that  the  Army  Council  were 
in  earnest  in  their  desire  to  see  that  the  grievances  of 
pharmacists  and  the  position  of  pharmacists  in  the  Army 
were  put  on  a  more  satisfactory  basis.  Perhaps  the 
Council  would  desire  bim  to  say  that  their  thanks  were 
due  to  the  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  the  Joint  Committee.  He  believed  something  like 
fourteen  meetings  had  been  held  during  the  year,  and 
they  had  been  long,  and  had  involved  a  tremendous  amount 
of  detail.  The  representatives  to  whom  he  referred  were 
Mr.  White,  Major  Peck,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Society. 
These  three  gentlemen  had  done  a  tremendous  amount 
of  work  in  connection  with  the  matter,  and  had  earned, 
not  only  the  thanks  of  the  Council,  but  that  of  the 
pharmacists  throughout  the  country,  for  the  way  they 
had  stuck  to  the  position  through  the  whole  of  that  time. 
He  moved  that  the  report  be  received  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Hines  said  there  would  be  disappointment  through- 
out the  country  that,  after  all  these  long  years,  the 
matter  should  be  given  up  now.  He  felt  that  the  War 
Office  could  not  be  serious  in  their  suggestion  that  it 
should  be  left  over  for  another  twelve  months.  He 
recalled  that  if  the  recommendations  in  the  report  had 
been  in  existence  in  1914  it  would  have  been  most  valu- 
able. He  would  be  disappointed  if  the  matter  were 
allowed  to  drift.  He  thought  it  would  be  better  if  the 
Council  agreed  that  the  question  be  reopened,  and  he 
would  like  to  move  a  resolution  specifying  a  definite 
date.  He  also  reminded  the  Council  of  the  very  valu- 
able information  obtained  by  the  secretary  of  the  Society 
during  the  war,  and  he  thought  more  information  should 
be  given  to  the  members.  He  would  like  to  see  some- 
thing published  with  regard  to  that  report  and  the 
report  now  made  by  the  Committee.  He  did  not  know 
how  far  the  Army  Council  would  agree  to  such  publica- 
tion, but  he  thought  the  Council  should  give  more  infor- 
mation to  the  members  in  order  that  they  might  be  better 


acquainted  with  the  considerable  amount  of  work  done 
by  the  Committee  He  moved,  therefore,  that  the  matter 
be  reopened  in  1923. 

Mr.  Keith  seconded  Mr.  Hines's  resolution,  and  agreed 
with  him  that  some  information  should  be  given  to  their 
constituents  as  to  what  the  Committee  had  done,  if  it 
were  possible  to  publish  it. 

Mr.  White  said  the  members  of  the  Committee  con- 
sidered that  very  great  progress  had  been  made  in  re- 
forming the  conditions  of  pharmacy  in  the  Army.  He 
went,  in  the  first  place,  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the 
Army,  but  he  thought  the  Committee  had  shown  their  col- 
leagues in  the  War  Office  that  pharmacy  could  be  improved 
in  the  Army  with  advantage  to  the  Army  itself.  They  could 
not  resist  the  present  suggestion  of  the  authorities,  but 
they  had  gained  a  good  deal,  for  they  had  seen  responsible 
persons  in  the  War  Office,  and  had  come  to  an  agreement 
reegarding  main  points  which  must  be  dealt  with  at  some 
future  date.  They  had  got  inside  the  question  at  last. 
He  was  not  quite  sure  how  far  the  request  for  more 
information  could  be  gratified,  but  the  report  was  in  the 
stage  now  at  which  they  were  not  quite  free.  He  could 
not  say  much  more  for  the  moment,  but  so  soon  as  any- 
thing could  be  said  the  Committee  would  be  ready  to 
take  the  Council  into  their  confidence  at  the  earliest 
possible  time,  and  they  would  resume  consideration  of  the 
question  at  the  point  at  which  they  had  left  off. 

The  Secretary  said  that,  although  a  great  deal  of  the 
facts  cam©  from  people  in  the  Army,  and  those  facte 
could  not  at  that  time  be  published,  there  was  no  reason 
in  the  world  why  that  mass  of  information,  damaging 
as  it  was  to  the  Service  as  it  then  existed,  should  not 
be  published.  But  with  regard  to  his  own  report,  the 
War  Office  gave  him  such  facilities  as  made  it  an  obliga- 
tion on  him  not  to  publish  the  result  of  anything  he 
ascertained.  Such  information  as  that  could  never  be 
published  without  the  consent  of  the  War  Office.  But 
a  very  important  thing  happened  in  point  of  time,  which 
they  would  notice  in  the  report.  They  would  find  the 
history  of  practically  abortive  negotiations,  and  at  that 
time  he  was  asked  to  send  a  letter,  in  which  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  old  Committee  indicated  that  up  to 
then  the  War  Office  representatives  in  authority  had  not 
fully  appreciated  the  position,  and  that,  until  they  did 
fully  appreciate  it,  there  was  no  hope  of  reform  coming. 
They  also  said  that  unless  the  War  Office  immediately 
put  themselves  in  a  position  to  meet  the  criticisms  that 
they  had  made  they  would  be  bound  to  publish  to  the 
world  the  whole  of  the  information  which  they  were  at 
liberty  to  publish.  A  very  strong  letter  was  written  to 
the  War  Office  in  October  1920 ;  the  Army  Council  then 
appointed  its  sub-committee,  and  they  had  now  got  a 
unanimous  report  of  recommendations  of  the  sub- 
committee of  the  Army  Council.  The  latter  under- 
took that  they  would  postpone  consideration  of 
the  matter  for  a  year,  and,  if  he  might  give 
the  Council  advice,  it  was  that  they  should  give  the 
Army  Council  an  opportunity  of  acting  on  the  report 
before  they,  in  other  words,  declared  war.  War  was 
threatened  in  1920,  he  added,  and  the  result  was  the 
appointment  of  the  sub -committee.  He  did  not  think  it 
would  be  wise  or  politic  for  the  Council  to  publish  all 
the  information,  but  this  would  be  very  useful  if  the 
Army  authorities  did  not  carry  out  the  recommendations 
in  the  report. 

The  report  was  received.,  and  it  was  decided  to  put 
the  matter  on  the  agenda  for  further  consideration  next 
January. 

Education  Committee 
This  Committee  decided  to  accord  recognition  to  Eye 
Grammar  School  in  respect  of  chemistry  and  botany,  and 
Scarborough  Municipal  Secondary  School  in  respect  of 
botany  for  Part  I.  of  Lhe  Qualifying  examination.  A 
letter  dated  February  1,  1922,  from  the  Establishment  and 
General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  University  of  London, 
asking  for  nominees  to  be  placed  upon  a  panel  from  which 
nominations  may  be  made,  as  vacancies  occur,  to  the 
various  governing  bodies  of  schools  and  educational 
authorities  on  which  the  University  nominates  or  appoints 
representatives,   was  considered.    It  was  recommended 
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that  in  due  course  the  Society's  branches  be  asked  to 
assist  the  Council  in  providing  nominees,  and(  that  mean- 
time the  name  of  the  secretary  be  suggested  for  the 
governing  body  of  Aberystwyth  University  College.

The  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  on  April  5  held 
the  annual  smoking-concert  at  the  Adelphi  Hotel  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Benevolent  Fund    of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.    The  President  (Mr.  W.  H.  Clubb)  presided,  and 
was  supported  by  three  members  of  the  Council  :  Messrs. 
Pilkington  Sergeant,  H.  E.  Lloyd,  and  L.  Moreton  Parry. 
Among  those  present  were  the  Presidents  of  the  Southport, 
Birkenhead,  and  Wallasey  Associations  (Messrs.  Messen- 
ger, Stockdale,  and  L.  E.  Thomas).

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Westminster  Wisdom

Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act 
Scheduled  Articles 

Major  M.  Wood  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  on  April  3,  whether  he  is  aware  that  there  are 
over  2,000  commodities  liable  to  duty  under  Part  I.  of  the 
Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act  which  are  not  manufac- 
tured in  the  United  Kingdom ;  and  whether,  in  view  of 
the  heavy  burden  this  entails  upon  industries  that  depend 
on  these  commodities  as  their  raw  material,  he  will  take 
steps  to  have  them  removed  from  the  dutiable  list. 

Mr.  Baldwin  replied  :  It  has  been  repeatedly  pointed 
out,  both  during  the  passage  of  the  Safeguarding  of 
Industries  Act  through  this  House  and  in  reply  to  ques- 
tions since,  that  the  object  of  Part  I.  of  the  Act  was  to 
encourage  the  development  of  the  industries  to  which  it 
relates,  and  the  extension  of  their  range  of  production  to 
varieties  of  goods  not  previously  produced  in  this  country. 
He  added  that  he  was  satisfied  that  that  extension  is  taking 
place,  particularly  in  respect  of  the  products  of  the  chemi- 
cal industry  comprised  within  that  heading  of  the 
Schedule  to  the  Act  which  the  hon.  Member  appeared 
to  have  especially  in  mind ;  and  accordingly  he  saw  no 
reason  to  take  the  course  proposed. 

Correcting  the.  List 

Sir  William  Barton  asked  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  on  April  3,  whether  he  is  now  in  a  position  to 
state  what  other  commodities  of  an  analogous  character 
will  be  deleted  from  the  list  of  dutiable  articles  under  the 
Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act  following  the  decision  of 
the  Referee  in  respect  of  cream  of  tartar,  tartaric  and 
citric  acids,  which  were  held  to  have  been  improperly 
inserted  in  the  list. 

Mr.  Baldwin  replied  that  a  list  will  be  issued  in  the 
course  of  this  week. 

Fine  Chemicals 

Dr.  Murray,  on  April  3,  asked  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  whether  he  is  aware  that,  after  exhaus- 
tive hearings  before  the  Referee  under  Part  I.  of  the 
Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act,  it  is  admitted  by  his 
Department,  manufacturers,  merchants,  and  scientists 
that  the  term  in  the  Schedule,  "all  other  fine  chemicals," 
cannol  be  interpreted ;  and,  if  so,  what  steps  he  proposes 
to  take  to  rectify  the  matter,  or  whether  he  proposes  to 
continue  to  endeavour  to  enforce  the  Act. 

Mr.  Baldwin  replied  that  he  was  unable  to  accept  the 
proposition  laid  down  in  the  first  part  of  the  question. 
The  doubts  which  have  arisen  relate  to  only  a  limited 
number  of  cases,  which  are  of  a  border-line  character, 
and  provision  for  dealing  with  these  is  made  in  the  Act 
itself.    No  further  action  appears  necessary. 

Duty  an  Lactose 
From  a  reply  to  Colonel  P.  Williams,  on  April  3, 
it  appears  that  the  Board  of  Trade  do  not  intend  to 
return  the  large  ,  amount  of  duty  paid  upon  imports  of 
milk  sugar,  which  was  improperly  included  in  the  Board 
of  Trade  list. 

,  Acetone 

Major  M.  Wood  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  on  April  3,  if  he  is  aware  that  acetone  for  indus- 
trial purposes  is  manufactured  by  two  distinct  processes — ■ 
namely,  from  acetate  of  lime  and  by  fermentation  pro- 
cess; that  both  materials  are  identical;  that  they  test  on 
analysis  exactly  the  same,  and  that  it  is  impossible  to 
tell  the  one  from  the  other;  that  the  former  is  not 
liable  on  importation  to  duty  under  Part  I.  of  the  Safe- 
guarding of  Industries  Act,  and  that  the  latter  is  liable ; 
and  whether  he  can  state  how  the  liabiliity  to  duty  of 
such  material  when  imported  is  determined. 

Mr.  Baldwin  replied  that  he  is  aware  that  acetone,  as 
sold,  may  be  made  by  either  of  the  two  processes  men- 
tioned. The  practicability  of  determinative  tests  of 
origin  is  under  consideration,  but,  should  these  be  shown 
to  be  non-existent,  the  liability  or  non-liability  of  im- 
ported acetone  to  duty  must  be  determined    by  such 


declaration  by  the  importer  as  the  Customs  may  deein 
sufficient. 

Procedure  of  Committees  of  Inquiry 

Mr.  Kiley  asked  the  'President  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
on  April  3,  whether  he  is  now  in  a  position  to  state  if  any 
alterations  are  being  adopted  by  the  Committees  under 
the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act  to  shorten  the  pro- 
ceedings ;  and  whether  he  is  prepared  to  adopt  the  sug- 
gestion made  by  Sir  Arthur  Colefax,  K.C.,  that  examina- 
tion and  cross-examination  of  witnesses  should  be  per- 
mitted in  preference  to  allowing  statements  to  be  made, 
upon  which  witnesses  cannot  be  examined,  and  the  post- 
ponement of  meetings  of  the  Committee  to  enable  re- 
butting evidence  to  be  collected,  which  often  entails  a 
delay  of  many  days  and  involves  heavy  expenses  on  the 
parties  interested. 

Mr.  Baldwin  replied  that  he  is  satisfied  that  the  Com- 
mittee are  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  completing 
their  inquiries  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  a  full  ex- 
amination of  the  questions  referred  to  them,  and  he 
doubted  very  much  whether  the,  adoption  of  the  sugges- 
tion referred  to  in  the  second  part  of  the  question  would 
operate  in  the  direction  of  reducing  expense  or  of  shorten- 
ing the  proceedings  before  the  Committees. 

Mr.  Kiley  :  Is  the  right  hon.  gentleman  not  aware  that 
when  a  witness  makes  a  statement  that  this  necessitates 
a  delay,  very  often  of  one  or  two  weeks,  to  enable  re- 
butting evidence  to  be  brought  forward  to  contradict  the 
statement  made,  whereas  counsel  could  put  questions  and 
get  the  information  on  the  spot? 

Mr.  Baldwin  :  I  think,  as  a  general  rule,  that  if  you 
omit  "weeks"  and  substitute  "days,"  that  would  be 
a  correct  statement. 

Home-grown  Sugar 
The  Minister  of  Agriculture  on  April  3  announced  in 
the  House  of  Commons  that  the  Government  have  de- 
cided that,  in  view  of  the  exceptional  circumstances  of 
this  new  industry,  and  the  condition  of  unemployment 
in  this  country,  no  Excise  duty  should  be  charged  on 
home-grown  sugar,  and  the  necessary  provision  for  the 
removal  of  the  existing  duty  will  be  made  in  the  Finance 
Bill  of  this  Session.

Importation  Difficulties.  —  We  learn  that  Chas. 
Zimmermann  &  Co.  (Chemicals),  Ltd.,  9  and  10  St.  Mary- 
at-Hill,  London,  E.C.  i5,  imported  a  case  containing 
several  proprietary  lines,  among  which  was  2s.  worth  of 
an  article,  curiously  enough,  not  on  the  Key  List.  In 
order  to  save  time,  they  offered  to  pay  the  33^  per  cent, 
duty.  This  was,  however,  refused  and  the  matter  referred 
to  a  higher  authority.  After  careful  consideration,  duty 
was  charged  on  one  of  the  ingredients  and  fixed  at  4d.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayier  II. 

The  Word  "Only" 

requires  as  careful  handling  as  any  in  the 
language,  and  is  perhaps  the  occasion  of  more  ambiguity 
than  any  other.  When  Tennyson  said  "  'Tis  only  noble 
to  be  good  "  he  probably  meant  that  to  be  good  is  the 
only  way  to  be  noble,  but  he  might  be  taken  to  have 
meant  that  to  be  good  is  nothing  more  than  to  be  noble, 
which  is  not  quite  the  same  thing.  In  the  question  put 
by  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Society  to  the  Home 
Office  :  "  Are  we  correct  in  saying  that  a  supplier  must 
have  an  authority  in  writing  signed  by  the  licensed  or 
authorised  receiver  only  in  the  case  of  a  person  not 
licensed  or  authorised  who  purports  to  be  sent  by  or  on 
behalf  of  a  person  licensed  or  authorised?"  there  is  a 
more  obvious  ambiguity.  Does  "  only  "  in  this  sentence 
refer  to  what  precedes  or  to  what  follows  it  ?  That 
is  to  say,  must  the  written  authority  be  signed  "by  the 
authorised  receiver  only,"  or  must  it  be  signed  "  only  in 
the  case  of  a  person  not  licensed,"  etc.  If  the  question 
had  been  put  to  me  I  should  have  wanted  to  know  in 
which  sense  I  was  to  understand  it  before  answering. 
As  it  stands,  one  can  only  guess. 

The  Executive  Election 

of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  is 
chiefly  remarkable  for  the  number  of  abstentions.  Of  the 
total  number  of  voting-papers  issued  t>nly  40  per  cent, 
valid  ones  were  returned.  Thanks  to  the  division  of  the 
electorate  into  areas  we  know  where  this  unaccountable 
apathy  was  greatest  and  where  public  spirit  was  most 
pronounced.  The  Southern  area,  which  returned  all  its 
old  members,  shows  best  in  this  respect ;  the  Western 
comes  next ;  then  the  North-Eastern ;  then  the  Central ; 
and,  lowest  of  all,  is  the  Metropolitan,  in  which  less  than 
a  third  of  valid  papers  was  returned.  In  the  North- 
Western  area  there  was  no  contest,  and  consequently  no 
election.  On  reconsideration  of  the  figures  for  each  area, 
I  must  cancel  the  phrase  "public  spirit,"  for  it  cannot 
very  well  be  predicated  of  any  of  them.  Even  the 
Southern,  which  compares  very  favourably  with  the  other 
provincial  areas,  polled  considerably  less  than  two-thirds 
of  its  full  strength.  But  what  shall  be  said  of  the  Metro- 
politan ?  Out  of  1,116  voters  there  were  only  368  effective 
votes,  which  is  less  than  last  year's  record.  In  spite  of  the 
increase  of  membership,  two  of  the  provincial  areas  show 
a  similar  decline;  in  the  others  there  is  a  slight  increase, 
but  in  none  such  an  increase  as  might  have  been  expected. 
The  total  impression  one  gets  from  these  returns  is  akin 
to  hopelessness,  and  London  has  shown  itself,  in  this  as 
in  so  many  other  respects,  the  least  alive  portion  of  the 
Southern  Kingdom. 

The  Difficulty 

of  ensuring  concerted  action  with  regard  to  the 
new  Insurance  dispensing  terms,  to  which  "  Panellite " 
calls  attention,  would  not  be  removed,  though  it  might  be 
lessened,  by  the  establishment  of  a  branch  of  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  in  every  town,  and  the  blame  for  the 
predicament  in  which  your  correspondent  finds  himself  is 
not  properly  chargeable  upon  the  Union.  It  is  not  the 
fault  of  the  Union  that  more  branches  have  not  been 
formed,  and  in  any  case  it  has  no  power  to  compel  a 
pharmacist  to  come  into  line  with  the  rest  in  this  matter. 
The  general  sense  of  the  trade  in  any  district  might,  no 
doubt,  be  more  conveniently  ascertained  by  such  a  com- 
bination as  "  Panellite  "  lacks,  but  his  must  be  a  very 
small  town  indeed  if  there  is  no  local  association  in  it, 
and  in  very  small  towns  it  should  not  be  difficult  to  ascer- 
tain the  general  attitude,  whether  there  is  a  local  associa- 
tion there  or  not.  What  is  really  wanting  is  the  esprit 
rie  corps  which  associations  may  foster  but  cannot  create, 
and  without  which  they  are  themselves  of  little  value. 
The  R.P.U.  has  published  its  recommendations;  it  can 
do  no  more.  Everybody  knows  them,  even  at  Little 
Pedlington ;  those  who  will  not  act  in  accordance  with 
them,  whether  members  of  the  Union  or  not,  should  be 
treated  as  a  negligible  quantity.  They  can  hardly  be 
sufficient  in  number  to  affect  the  issue,  which  will  not 


depend  on  the  verdict  of  one  or  two  little  towns.  Your 
correspondent  knows  of  two  of  his  fellow-townsmen  who 
will  accept  the  new  terms,  and  the  inference  is  that  the 
rest  of  his  neighbours  are  at  least  doubtful.  It  is  his 
part  to  set  them  a  good  example,  and  to  do  his  best  to 
induce  them  to  follow  it.  The  curse  of  our  trade  always 
has  been  the  timidity  of  the  individual,  his  fear  of  what 
his  rivals  will  or  will  not  do.  In  a  great  national  crisis 
such  as  this,  when  the  general  sense  of  the  whole  trade 
is  known,  every  individual  should  have  the  courage  to 
throw  in  his  lot  with  the  majority.  That  the  majority 
will  not  accept  the  recommendations  of  the  R.P.U.  is 
unthinkable;  to  do  otherwise  would  be  to  make  the  Union 
a  mockery  and  a  farce.  These  remarks  come  after  the 
event,  but  they  are  of  perennial  applicability. 

"  Somerset's  "  Suggestion 

that  a  temporary  home  and  small 
salary  offered  by  pharmacists  who  do  not  really  want  a 
qualified  assistant  to  those  capable  men  who  are  unable 
to  find  situations  elsewhere  would  be  a  way  of  "  doing 
one's  bit"  in  these  "  difficult  and  expensive  days"  is  no 
doubt  kindly  meant,  but  it  is  open  to  grave  objection.  In 
practice  it  would,  if  generally  adopted,  inevitably  lead  to 
that  cheapening  of  labour  which  ",  Somerset"  by  implica- 
tion quite  rightly  deprecates.  Your  correspondent  appears 
to  regard  it  as  a  form  of  charity,  and  in  an  odd  case  here 
and  there  it  might  be  accepted  as  such ;  but  the  attempt 
to  carry  on  business  on  charitable  lines  is  a  mistake,  and 
though  an  individual  might  benefit  occasionally  a  whole 
class  would  suffer.  Many  who  could  very  well  afford  to 
pay  a  proper  salary  would  take  advantage  of  the  necessity 
of  the  unemployed  arid  plume  themselves  on  doing  good 
service  by  "  creating  a  vacancy  "  from  charitable  motives: 
Others,  seeing  it  possible  to  get  assistants  on  such  easy 
terms,  would  refuse  to  pay  salaries  at  the  current  rate, 
and  the  whole  pharmaceutical  labour  market  would  be 
seriously  depressed.  I  dare  say  this  would  be  welcomed 
by  a  good  many  employers,  but  it  is  really  the  worst  thing 
that  could  happen.  Cheap  labour  is  usually  poor  labour, 
and  the  demands  now  made  or  likely  to  be  made  in  the 
near  future  upon  our  assistants  are  such  as  cannot  be 
met  by  an  inferior  class.  The  labour  market  is  no  doubt 
affected  to  some  extent  by  the  necessity  of  the  labourer, 
but  to  force  wages  below  the  economic  level  is  a  crime 
against  industry. 

It  is  rather  Startling 

after  we  have  heard  so  much,  on  appa- 
rently good  authority,  about  vitamins  "  and  their  value  as 
constituents  of  some  human  foods,  to  have  it  suggested 
that  after  all  there  may  be  no  such  thing,  or,  if  there  are, 
they  are  of  no  use  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  have 
been  supposed  to  exist.  Yet  this  is  virtually  what  the 
researches  of  Captain  Elliott,  M.P.,  and  Dr.  Orr,  Director 
of  the  Rowlett  Institute,  as  described  by  the  medical 
correspondent  of  "  The  Times,"  amount  to.  Fat-soluble  A, 
at  any  rate,  we  are  told,  has  been  proved  not  to  pre- 
vent or  have  any  appreciable  effect  on  rickets  in  pigs, 
nor  does  a  diet  containing  all  the  vitamins  prevent  a 
disease  resembling  rickets  in  sheep.  This  is  in  direct 
contradiction  of  what  we  have  been  told  by  earlier  re- 
searchers, and  coming  from  such  a  source  it  demands  atten- 
tion. Have  we  been  too  hasty  in  accepting  theories  based 
on  imperfect  knowledge,  or  is  there  some  flaw  in  the 
experiments  of  Messrs.  Orr  and  Elliott?  The  mere  ques- 
tion should  stimulate  further  research  into  the  subject, 
and  especially  the  attempt  to  isolate  these  mysterious  and 
elusive  principles,  or  whatever  they  are.  Those  who  doubt 
their  value,  or  even  their  existence,  may  perhaps  excus- 
ably say,  "  Produce  your  vitamins  if  you  ask  us  to  believe 
in  them." 


Reduced  taxation  essential. — Presiding  at  the  annual 
conference  of  the  Association  of  British  Chambers  of 
Commerce  in  London  on  April  4,  Sir  Arthur  Shirley  Benn 
said  that  the  country  could  not  stand  the  present  level  of 
taxation  any  longer.  The  life  of  a  modern  business  man 
had  been  made  an  ingenious  and  protracted  torture.  The 
bulk  of  taxation  paid  to-day  was  coming  not  from  income, 
but  from  the  capital  of  the  country.

List  has  established  itself  as  the  chief  authority  on  retail 
prices.  It  is  an  interesting  fact  also  that  we  are  receiving 
letters  of  appreciation  from  many  of  the  overseas 
Dominions,  which  show  that  the  publication  is  as  welcome 
abroad  as  at  home.  The  contents  of  an  Army  overseas 
medical  stores  were  priced  from  the  C.  &.  D.  Eetail  Price 
List,  over  £750,000  worth  of  stores  being  involved.  The 
chemist  (a  G.  &  D.  subscriber)  who  carried  out  the  valua- 
tion was  specially  complimented  by  his  chief  for  the  com- 
pleteness of  the  work  and  the  quickness  with  which  it 
was  carried  out.  Congratulations  have  also  reached  us 
within  the  past  few  weeks  from  South  Africa  and  India, 
and  these  combine  to  spur  us  to  further  efforts  to  make  the 
list  a  complete  guide  to  prices.  The  present  issue  is  for 
distinctness  printed  on  pink  paper,  and  is  intended  to 
replace  the  one  we  circulated  with  the  O.  <£•  £>.,  January  7. 
It  has  been  revised  to  March  31,  and  is  therefore  the 
most  up-to-date  publication  of  its  kind.  As  a 
consequence  of  suggestions  from  our  subscribers  we 
have  added  many  new  items  and  effected  several  improve- 
ments which  will  make  the  list  easier  for  constant  refer- 
ence. This  has  increased  the  size  of  the  supplement  to 
thirty-six  pages,  but  it  cannot  be  said  to  have  reached 
unwieldy  proportions  having  regard  to  the  necessity  of 
completeness  required  by  the  C.  <£••  D.  costing  method  for 
dispensed  medicines.  We  take  the  opportunity  of 
emphasising  the  fact  that  no  pricing  system  can 
be  accurate  unless  it  is  founded  on  a  complete! 
list.  Prices  have  been  added  for  a  large  number  of 
synthetic  remedies  which  occur  in  prescriptions,  and  for 
convenience  the  charges  for  20-gr.  quantities  have  been 
added  in  numerous  cases.  At  the  other  end  of 
the  scale  we  have  given  the  selling  prices  for  many  drugs 
and  chemicals  often  sold  in  large  quantities,  such  as 
oils  by  the  gallon.  The  list  of  vaccines,  etc.,  has 
been  enlarged  by  the  inclusion  of  the  products  of  Duncan, 
Flockhart  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  Evans  Sons  Lescher 
&  Webb,  Ltd.,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  stan- 
dards just  approved  have  been  adopted  for  surgical 
dressings.  The  photographic  section  is  improved  by  the 
addition  of  prices  for  developing  plates  and  films  and  for 
printing  and  enlarging  on  paper.  Our  list  has  the  ad  van 
tage  of  a  circulation  which  embraces  the  greater  part  of 
the  retail  pharmacies  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
we  confidently  expect  it  will  help  considerably  to  promote 
uniformity  of  retail  prices  in  the  drug-trade  and  enable 
chemists  to  know  what  charges  are  necessary  to  realise  a 
reasonable  and  necessary  "costing"  profit  on  the 
thousands  of  articles  enumerated  therein.  Incidentally  we 
should  like  to  add  that  this  issue  of  "  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist "  has  a  larger  bonafide  circulation  than  any 
drug=trade  journal  in  the  world. 


Surveying  the  Society's  Finances 

The  era  of  prosperity  in  the  finances  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  which  began  in  1919 
continued  during  1921.    This  we  gather  from  the  annual 
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financial  report  of  the  Society,  our  comparative  abstract 
of  which  is  crowded  out  of  this  issue.  The  rosy  out- 
look which  this  report  presents  is  due  to  the  continuance 
of  the  rush  of  examination  candidates,  the  in- 
crease in  the  membership  subscription,  and  a  substantial 
decrease  in  the  cost  of  the  "Journal."  The  total  income 
during  1921  was  £47,868  14s.  2d.,  against  £50,026  5s.  lid. 
in  1920,  while  the  balance  added  to  the  accumulated  fund 
was  £8,662  2s.  lid.  in  1921,  against  £9,020  5s.  in  1920. 
The  first  item  of  expenditure  given  is  that  of  the  School 
of  Pharmacy,  regarding  which  the  following  comparison 
of  the  income  and  expenditure  for  several  years  is  in- 
teresting :  ,

We  have  added  the  pre-war  year  1913  for  the  purpose 
of  comparison,  but  it  will  be  recognised  that  the  present 
position  is  abnormal  owing  to  post-war  .conditions. 
Still,  one  hardly  expected  to  see  such  a  drop  in  the  amount 
of  school  fees  received,  combined  with  a  rise  in  the 
expenditure.  The  last-mentioned  item  for  1921  is  slightly 
increased  by  the  addition  of  about  £500  for  rates,  taxes, 
heating,  lighting,  etc.,  which  we  do  not  think  it  has 
hitherto  been  the  practice  to  charge  to  the  school.  The 
adverse  balance  for  1921  is  £3,313,  whereas  in  1920  there 
was  a  "profit  "  balance  of  £895.  It  seems,  therefore, 
that  the  exhaustion  of  the  Government  grants  to  ex- 
Service  men  for  school  fees  is  being  felt  severely.  The 
same  cause,  it  may  be  anticipated,  will  operate  this  year 
in  regard  to  examination  fees.  The  period  1919-21  is 
shown  as  follows  :

In  the  year  before  the  war  the  balance  was  £5,597. 
The  post-war  boom  has  expended  itself,  and  1922  will 
show  a  further  reduction  in  fees,  while  1923. may  well 
be  the  leanest  year  of  the  decade.  What  effect  has  the 
increased  membership  subscription  had  upon  the  financial 
position  ?  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  members' 
subscriptions  were  increased  from  January  1,  1921,  to  a 
guinea  and  a-half  (formerly  one  guinea).  The  following 
table  shows  the  (rounded)  totals  each  year  of  the  sub- 
scription payments  :

There  was  a  rush  in  1920  to  secure  life  membership  on 
the  advantageous  pre-war  terms,  and  there  was  also  an 
abnormal  number  of  student  associates,  many  of  whom, 
it  is  safe  to  say,  have  become  members.  This  is,  in  fact, 
the  chief  source  of  the  increased  membership,  as  was 
shown  in  the  Registrar's  last  report,  the  figures  (members 
only)  being  :  1918,  8,778;  1919,  9,011;  1920,  9,731;  1921. 
9,897.  The  numbers  of  life  compounders  were  as  fallows  : 
1918,  855;  1919,  927;  1920,  1,072;  1921,  1,057.  There 
were  3,533  student  associates  in  1920,  against  2,114  in 
1921.  and  doubtless  a  fair  proportion  of  these  passed  the 
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Qualifying  examination  in  January  and  have  now  joined 
the  ranks  of  the  members.  In  regard  to  the  cost  of  the 
Society's  "Journal,"  this  shows  a  substantial  decrease  in 
the  adverse  balance.  It  was  £10,282  in  1920  and  £7.608 
in  1921,  due  partly  to  the  fact  that  student  associates  no 
longer  receive  the  "Journal"  each  week  unless  they  pay 
an  extra  10s.  6d.  Lastly,  in  regard  to  the  accumulated 
funds  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  £8,662  has  been 
added  from  1921.  We  find  that  covering  the  period 
1913-21  (inclusive)  a  balance  total  of  £19,728  has  been 
invested.  As  £i21,583  was  accumulated  during  1919-21, 
the  investments  are  all  post-war,  and  consequently  the 
balance-sheet  does  noX  show  such  distressing  differences 
between  the  pre-war  cost  and  present  price  of  stocks  and 
shares  held  by  corporations.  Rather  a  large  amount  is 
represented  in  the  assets  by  leasehold  premises  on  the 
Bedford  Estate,  and  we  hope  that  the  provision  made  for 
capital  redemption  on  behalf  of  these  leaseholds  will  prove 
sufficient  for  the  purpose.  Lean  years  are  ahead  as 
regards  the  examinations,  the  chief  source  of  the  Society's 
income;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  landlords'  demands  for 
leases  have  probably  reached  the  maximum ;  while,  the 
activities  of  the  Society  having  much  diminished,  more 
compact  premises  would  suit  the  Society  for  administra- 
tive purposes. 


Standardising  Surgical  Dressings 

Since  our  last  issue  went  to  press  we  have  received  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  a  pamphlet 
entitled  "  Supplement  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  1911  :  Surgical  Dressings,"  which  appears  to  be 
an  attempt  to  set  up  standards  of  surgical  dressings  for 
retail  sale  by  chemists.  From  the  preface  we  gather  that 
the  Ministry ,  of  Health  was  represented  on  the  sub- 
committee which  has  produced  the  pamphlet,  and  we 
hazard  the  suggestion  that  the  Ministry  took  the 
initiative,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  need  has 
been  urgent  for  improved  standards  for  surgical  dress- 
ings for  the  Insurance  Drug  Tariff.  This  we  shall  know 
when  the  next  publication  takes  place  of  the  Drug  Tariff, 
or  when  the  new  Insurance  contracts  are  made  at  the 
end  of  this  month.  There  is  nothing  original  in  the 
publication,  nor  are  the  standards  those  of  the  best 
qualities  obtainable,  but  apparently  represent  an  average 
quality.  All  large  buyers  have  had  standards  when  making 
contracts  which  were  covered  by  such  terms  as  warp, 
weft,  and  weight,  as  well  as  fineness  of  the  cotton.  The 
difficulty  with  the  London  Panel  Committee  over  dress- 
ings in  1913  was  in  regard  to  standards  for  the  variable 
articles  known  generally  as  surgical  dressings,  and  the 
old  standards  mentioned  in  the  Insurance  Drug  Tariff 
arose  from  that  difference.  The  Adniiralty  has  always 
set  up  a  very  high  standard  for  the  surgical  dressings 
for  the  Navy,  which  in  many  instances  is  higher  than 
those  specified  in  the  booklet  issued  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  The  definitions  are  clear  enough  on 
such  simple  terms  of  warp  and  weft  with  the  number 
of  hanks  to  the  pound  of  yarn,  but  rather  vague  when 
it  comes  to  the  character  of  the  filling  in  the  last-men- 
tioned respect,  showing  a  hurried  rather  than  a  careful 
examination  of  what  the  filling  actually  is.  The  tests  for 
wool  and  cotton  are  those  which  are  generally  used  in 
the  trade.  The  specifications  for  bandages  naturally 
refer  only  to  such  dressings  when  the  letters  B.P.C.  are 
attached.  The  description  of  "  plaster  of  Paris  ban- 
dages B.P.C."  is  as  follows  : 

■  Check  crinoline  impregnated  with  plaster  of  Paris  (exsic- 
cated calcium    sulphate,  B.P.C.)   and   suitable  adhesives. 


The  plaster  of  Paris  to  be  incorporated  with,  and  adherent 
to,  the  fabric. 

This  is  delightfully  vague,  but  we  find  as  the  result 
of  inquiries  that  what  is  in  mind  is  the  St.  Dalmas  process 
for  preparing  permanent  plaster-of-Paris  bandages  which 
was  the  subject  of  a  patent  (now  expired).  The  specifica- 
tion gives  the  following  as  the  most  suitable  proportions 
for  the  composition  : 

Plaster  of  Paris    20  parts 

Gelatin    ...    11  parts 

Acetic  acid  ■  ...       ...  ...     3  parts 

Water  :       ...       ..."      ...    15  parts 

This  composition  is  spread  on  the  check  crinoline  by 
machinery,  and  the  bandage  dries  without  any  tendency 
to  shed  the  plaster.  When  required  for  use  the  bandage 
is  immersed  in  water,  and  when  it  dries  again  forms  a 
stiff  support  for  an  injured  limb.  It  should  be  noted 
that  some  of  the  gauzes  included  in  the  pamphlet  are 
seldom  used,  but  they  are  those  mentioned  in  the  list  of 
appliances  in  the  Drug  Tariff.  The  margin  of  percentage 
is  much  too  wide  for  scientific  standards,  but,  after  all, 
this  is  perhaps  as  well,  since  the  proportion  of  medica- 
ment remaining  in  the  dressings  after  dipping  is  variable. 
Boric  lint  may  contain  not  less  than  35  per  cent,  and  not 
more  than  45  per  cent.,  but  it  would  have  been  more 
appropriate  to  have  arrived  at  a  closer  definition  of  the 
quantity  of  lint  in  1  lb.,  since  boric  acid  can  easily 
be  added  loose.  With  regard  to  tow,  gutta-percha  tissue, 
oiled  silk,  and  oiled  cambric,  the  so-called  specifications 
are  mere  statements  and  mean  little.  Absorbent  cotton- 
wool apparently  presented  a  difficulty ;  it  is  required  to 
be  thoroughly  and  readily  absorbent.  Nothing  is  said 
about  the  degree  of  absorbability,  and,  as  cotton-wool  has 
a  peculiar  way  of  looing  its  absorbent  quality  with  age, 
chemists  are  likely  to  be  chary  of  buying  wool  unless  it 
has  a  date  affixed.  The  staple  is  required  to  be  at  least 
|  of  an  inch,  and  it  may  well  become  an  entertaining  inter- 
lude at  association  meetings  to  try  to  arrive  at  a 
suitable  method  of  rr  easuring  this.  The  booklet  is  priced 
at  Is.,  and  consists  of  five  pages  of  matter.

East  Indian  Sandalwood  Oil 

In  a  recent  report  on  the  administration  of  the  Mysore 
Government  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1921,  it  is  stated, 
with  reference  to  sandalwood  oil,  that  : 

The  factories  distilled  1,620  tons  of  sandalwood  during'  the 
year.  The  demand  for  oil  was  fair  up  to  November  1920, 
and  with  the  commencement  of  a  general  trade  slump 
throughout  the  world  sales  dropped  very  considerably,  with 
the  result  that  the  total  business  done  for  the  year  came 
up  to  only  a  third  of  the  quantity  sold  during  the  previous 
year,  but  owing  to  the  continuous  downward  course  of  ex- 
change throughout  the  year,  the  average  rupee  price  realised 
per  lb.  of  oil  was  quite  satisfactory,  even  at  the  high  price 
realised  for  wood  in  the  Madras  and  Coorg  auction  sales  in 
November-December  1920.  As  the  stocks  began  to  accumu- 
late, arrangements  have  been  made  to  reduce  the  output 
by  temporarily  shutting  down  the  works  in  Mysore  from 
July  1921  until  the  surplus  stocks  are  sold  out. 

The  Mysore  factory  referred  to  above  was  erected  in 
1917,  and  was  ultimately  to  have  an  output  of  20, COO  lb. 
of  oil  per  month,  or  sufficient  to  supply  the  whole  of 
the  European  demand.  The  first  factory  at  Bangalore 
had  an  estimated  monthly  output  of  5,000  lb.  Statistics 
have  just  been  published  in  the  "  Indian  Trade  Journal  " 
regarding  the  exports  of  the  oil  from  British  India,  which 
show  that  the  total  for  the  year  1921  was  55,641  lb.,  or 
slightly  over  two  months'  output  of  the  Mysore  stills  alone. 
The  Mysore  factory  seems  likely  to  have  a  lengthy  holiday, 
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therefore,  at  the  present  rate  of  consumption.  So  far 
it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  decided  to  utilise  the 
factory  in  some  other  direction.  The  four  principal 
importing  countries  during  1921  were  :  United  Kingdom, 
20,931  lb.  ;  Japan,  12,336  lb.;  France,  7,818  lb.;  U.S.A., 
1.000  lb.  These  figures,  of  course,  do  not  indicate  the 
consumption  in  these  countries,  as  probably  much  of  the 
imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  are  re-exported  to 
Fiance,  Germany,  South  American  countries,  and  else- 
where. Direct  exports  to  Germany  amounted  to  less  than 
100  lb.  of  oil,  and  Germany,  it  may  be  recalled,  pur- 
chased over  50  per  cent,  of  the  wood  at  the  pre-war 
auctions.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  trade  slump  it- 
suggested,  in  the  report  quoted  above,  as  responsible 
for  the  'decline  in  demand,  but  the  abnormally  high  cost 
of  the  oil  cannot  be  entirely  ruled  out  as  a  contributory 
factor.  The  pre-war  position  in  sandalwood  oil  was  vastly 
different  from  that  of  to-day.  When  the  auctions  of  wood 
were  held,  the  competition  of  the  English,  Dutch,  German, 
and  American  distillers  resulted  in  consumers  obtaining 
supplies  at  reasonable  prices.  About  1912  the  price  of 
the  wood  doubled  as  the  amount  offered  for  sale  was 
restricted  to  about  2,500  tons,  the  estimated  amount  of 
the  world's  annual  consumption  at  that  period.  This  is 
the  equivalent  of  rather  more  than  150,000  lb.  of 
oil.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  high  prices  at 
which  Mysore  sandalwood  oil  have  'been  maintained 
(52s.  6d.  being  the  top  figure)  have  had  a  disastrous 
effect  on  the  industry  by  forcing  manufacturers  to  turn 
to  substitute  articles.  The  price  of  the  oil  in  1912  was 
lis.  to  12s.  per  lb. ;  just  before  the  outbreak  of  war 
21s.  was  the  spot  figure,  and  to-day's  value  is  round 
about  26s.  The  outlet  for  its  use  in  medicine 
is  obviously  a  declining  one,  thanks  to  the  Venereal 
Disease  Act  and  to  new  methods  of  treatment  which  are 
introduced  as  medical  science  advances.  Sandalwood  oil 
is,  therefore,  likely  to  become  more  and  more  a  per- 
fumery and  soap  making  article,  and  the  need  of  these 
industries  is  for  cheaper  raw  material.  While  restricted 
output  may  be  essential  to  maintain  the  price  of  the  article 
at  a  reasonable  economic  level,  the  Mysore  Government 
will  no  doubt  find  it  an  advantage  to  keep  the  question  of 
a  mare  reasonable  cost  well  in  the  foreground. 


Medical  and  Dental  Registers 

The  General  Medical  Council  has  just  issued  the  Medical 
Register  for  the  year  1922  (21s.,  Constable  &  Co.,  Ltd.). 
The  names  of  45,408  persons  are  included — an  increase  of 
647  on  the  number  at  the  end  of  1920  and  of  923  on  the 
average  of  the  last  five  years.  The  number  of  registra- 
tions in  the  past  year  is  1,760  :  this  is  303  more  than  in 
1919  and  503  more  than  the  average  for  the  past  twenty- 
four  years.  The  names  of  1,246  medical  men  have  been 
removed  during  1920  from  the  Register — 231  more  than 
the  last  five  years'  average.  The  customary  information 
regarding  Acts  of  Parliament  regulating  the  practice  of 
medicine  in  this  country  and  cognate  matters  is  included 
in  the  volume.  The  Dentists  Register  for  1922,  also  issued 
by  the  General  Medical  Council  (3s.  4d.,  Constable  & 
Co.,  Ltd.),  contains  5,831  names — an  increase  of  221  on 
the  previous  year's  figures.  The  names  added  by  regis- 
tration since  the  previous  issue  of  the  Register  number 
277 ;  all  but  eight  are  British.  The  percentage  of  persons 
registered  as  being  in  bona-fide  dental  practice  at  the 
passing  of  the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  is  16.71.  The  official 
lists  of  medical  and  dental  students,  published  under  the 
same  auspices,  show  that  the  number  of  medical  students 
registered  during  1921  is  1,808,  and  number  of  dental 
students  371.  These  figures,  it  is  of  some  interest  to  note, 
show  a  marked  decline  on  those  for  1919 — 3,420  and  612 
respectively. 


Chemists'  Defence  Association 

Meeting  of  Directors 

A  meeting  of  directors  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion, Ltd.,  was  held  on  March  28  at  Tavistock  Square, 
London,  W.C.  Mr.  John  Keall  was  in  the  chair,  and  thero 
were  also  present  Mr.  Atkinson,  Dr.  Barnes,  Messrs.  R. 
Feaver  Clarke,  C.  Davis,  J.  E.  French,  H.  Gilleghan, 
J.  Hague,  T.  Hardy,  F.  Hindle,  J.  G.  Jackson,  L.  Joseph, 
A.  R.  Keith,  H.  O.  Lloyd,  H.  J.  Martin,  H.  E.  Matthews, 
A.  R.  Melhuish,  J.  Milner,  J.  H.  Nidd,  S.  N.  Pickard, 
C,  W.  Ridyard,  P.  F.  Rowsell,  and  R.  C.  Walshaw. 

Before  commencing  the  business,  a  vote  of  sympathy 
with  Mr.  Keall  in  connection  with  the  death  of  his  wife 
was  passed,  which  Mr.  Keall  acknowledged. 

Congratulations  were  offered  to  the  vice-chairman,  Mr. 
T.  Hardy,  on  his  election  to  a  County  Council.  The 
directors  then  dealt  with  a  considerable  number  of  claims 
for  damages.  Among  these  was  an  amount  of  between 
£200  and  £300  in  conneciion  with  an  alleged  error.  This 
claim  was  passed.  The  secretary  also  gave  examples  of 
the  applications  for  legal  advice,  and  he  reported  regard- 
ing the  free  analyses  arrangements. 

Annual  Meeting 

The  twenty-first  annual  meeting  was  held  on  March  29 
at  the  Adam  Hall,  Stratford  Place,  London,  W.  Mr. 
John  Keall  was  in  the  chair  and  proposed  the  adoption  of 
the  annual  report  and  accounts.  He  congratulated  the 
association  on  the  highly  satisfactory  character  of  the 
report,  and  laid  special  stress  on  the  fact  that 
the  handsome  balance  between  income  and  expenditure 
for  1921  had  enabled  the  directors  to  recommend  a  very 
great  increase  in  the  benefits  which  members  would  in 
future  derive  from  their  connection  with  the  Association 
if  they  should  be  so  unfortunate  as  to  need  such  assist- 
ance. For  the  same  subscriptions  members  would  in 
future  be  covered  up  to  £500  indemnity  in  case  of  acci- 
dent and  £15  police-court  defence  on  the  lower  scale, 
and  £1,000  indemnity  and  £30  defence  costs  on  the  higher 
scale,  while  there  would  be  no  change  or  restriction  in 
the  number  of  times  which  a  member  might  enjoy  these 
benefits  in  the  year  for  which  he  was  covered.  He  felt 
sure  this  proposed  arrangement  would  commend  itself  to 
all  connected  with  the  Association.  With  regard  to  the 
claims  which  had  been  dealt  with  in  1921,  the  Association 
had  had  some  anxious  cases  and  one  or  two  rather  large 
sums  to  pay  in  compensation,  but  the  majority  of  the 
claims  had  not  been  heavy. 

Mr.  Rowsell  seconded,  referring  with  great  satisfaction 
to  the  fact  that  on  the  year's  working  a  balance  of  over 
£1,600  had  been  carried  forward  to  the  Association's 
reserve.  He  mentioned  that  545  new  members  had  joined 
during  1921.  Mr.  Joseph  and  Mr.  Wolff  also  supported 
the  mover  and  seconder. 

Mr.  Evans,  Torquay,  asked  for  enlightenment  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  amalgamation  between  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  and  the  CD. A. 

The  secretary  described  the  relations  between  the  two 
bodies  and  gave  the  reasons  why  they  should  be  two  dis- 
tinct entities,  although  co-operating  in  every  way.  It 
should  be  remembered  as  a  practical  point  that  the 
same  managing  body,  although  differently  elected,  con- 
trolled each  association.  It  was  also  to  be  noted  that  a 
limited  liability  defence  company  could  not  act  as  a 
trade  union,  and  vice  versa. 

The  report  and  accounts  were  then  adopted. 

Mr.  Hardy  moved,  and  Mr.  Pegg  seconded,  the  adop- 
tion of  the  new  benefits  as  outlined  by  the  chairman.  It 
was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  directors'  recommenda- 
tions be  adopted,  and  that  the  Association's  rules  be 
amended  accordingly. 

Mr.  Townley  moved,  and  Mr.  Thomson  seconded,  a 
resolution  appointing  the  newly  elected  members  of  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  Executive  Committee  to  be 
members  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association  for  one  year  in  conjunction  with  the 
old  directors  named  in  No.  18  of  the  C.D.A.  Rules,  the 
provisions  of  that  rule  remaining  unaltered. 

This  was  carried,  as  also  were  votes  of  thanks.

Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 

Executive  Meeting 

The  Executive  met  at  Tavistock  Square,  London,  W.C., 
on  March  28,  Mr.  John  Keall  in  the  chair.  There  were 
also  present  Messrs.  Atkinson,  Barnes,  Clarke,  Davis, 
French,  Gilleghan,  Hague,  Hardy,  Hindle,  Jackson, 
Joseph,  Keith,  Lloyd,  Martin,  Matthews,  Melhuish, 
Milner,  Nidd,  Pickard,  Ridyard,  Rowsell,  Walshaw,  and 
Wolff. 

The  treasurer's. report,  was  presented  and  received. 

Secretary's  Report 

The  secretary  reported  progress  and  stated  that  as  yet 
he  had  received  no  report  from  the  Minister  of  Health 
in  regard  to  the  new  Insurance  dispensing  terms.  It  was 
announced  that  the  calling  of  the  R.P.U.  Conference  had 
stimulated  the  formation  of  local  branches.  The  number 
of  these  had  increased  recently  from  forty -eight  to  ninety- 
one.  Progress  in  regard  to  additional  insurances  was  re- 
ported, it  being  intimated  that  a  fuller  announcement 
would  be  made  at  a  later  date.  It  was  stated  that  the 
rule  requiring  non-panel  members  to  pay  5s.  more  than 
other  members  had  given  rise  to  more  friction  than  the 
amount  was  worth.  It  was  resolved  that  the  following 
be  submitted  to  the  annual  meeting  on  March  29  : 

That  Rule  24  be  rescinded,  and  that  members  not  on  the 
N.H.I,  panel  be  charged  the  same  subscriptions  as  other 
members  in  future. 

That  every  partner  in  a  firm  and  every  qualified  director 
of  a  limited  liability  company  paying  a  subscription  to  the 
Union  shall  in  future  be  eligible  to  vote  in  the  same  way  as 
individual  members,  and  that  the-j:ules  affected  be  altered 
accordingly. 

That  the  terms  of  office  of  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  extend  to  March  31  in  each  year  when 
there  is  an  election,  and  that  all  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  in  future  remain  in  office  without  re-elec- 
tion for  two  years  instead  of  one  as  hitherto,  and  that  the 
Union's  rules  be  altered  accordingly. 

It  was  intimated  that  the  sub-committee  appointed  to 
deal  with  the  combined  price  list  had  arrived  at  a  satis- 
factory agreement  with  the  proprietors  of  the  "  British 
and  Colonial  Pharmacist  "  whereby  the  latter  would  in 
future  print  and  publish  a  retail  price  list  of  drugs  and 
sundries  with  the  protected  list  of  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association  and  the  "R.P.U.  Supplement." 
Messrs.  French,  Keall,  and  Rowsell  were  appointed  as  a 
Committee  to  represent  the  R.P.U. 

It  was  announced  that  the  Committee's  suggestion  for 
marking  "  dangerous  "  drugs  had  been  taken  up  by  various 
firms,  who  had  promised  to  place  on  each  of  their  articles 
coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  a 
triangle,  or  other  figure,  enclosing  the  letters  "D.D.A." 
A  member  complained  of  the  failure  of  many  prescribers 
to  place  patients'  addresses  on  Insurance  prescriptions 
containing  substances  coming  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act.  It  was  resolved  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  be 
approached  on  the  subject. 

Correspondence 

Correspondence  was  read  drawing  attention  to  unprofit- 
able proprietaries,  and  the  secretary  was  instructed  to 
write  to  these  correspondents  saying  that  the  extension  of 
the  list  was  receiving  consideration. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  John  Humphrey,  accompanying  a 
complete  set  of  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  and  "  Year 
Book  of  Pharmacy,"  and  presenting  these  books  to  the 
R.P.U.,  was  read.  The  Committee  instructed  the  secre- 
tary to  thank  Mr.  Humphrey  for  the  publications. 

A  communication  was  read  from  the  West  Surrey  Central 
Dairy  Co.,  enclosing  a  sample  package  of  the  milk  food 
supplied  by  them  to  clinics.  A  member  stated  that  it  was 
only  in  certain  districts  where  these  special  packages  were 
m  use,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the  Union  should  ask 
that  a  really  plain  package  be  supplied  to  all  the  clinics 
where  Cow  and  Gate  Food  was  used.  The  packet  sub- 
mitted was  not  considered  by  the  Executive  to  be  free 
from  confusion  with  the  Cow  and  Gate  milk  foods 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  South-East  London  Chemists' 


Association  embodying  a  resolution  requesting  the  R.P.U. 
to  take  steps  to  simplify  the  system  of  pricing  prescrip- 
tions in  their  retail  list  by  adopting  something  similar  to 
the  London  Chemists'  Costing  System.  The  chairman  said 
that  the  Committee  of  the  Union  appointed  to  deal  with 
this  matter  would  give  the  subject  their  attention. 

A  letter  was  read  from  a  local  Association  drawing  atten- 
tion to  the  high  cost  of  chemists'  labels,  and  suggesting 
that  the  R.P.U.  should  undertake  such  work  for  its  mem- 
bers. Tjlie  secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  the 
principal  label-printers  calling  attention v  to  the  present 
high  prices. 

Several  members  complained  that  blue  poison  bottles  now 
being  issued  by  many  of  the  wholesale  houses  were  so 
deep  in  colour  that  it  is  impossible  to  see  the  contents 
inside,  and  to  tell  when  the  bottle  was  nearly  full.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  thesa  are  foreign  frcttles,  and  that  it  would 
be  useless  to  communicate  with  manufacturers  on  the 
subject,  but  the  secretary  was  asked  to  communicate  with 
the  principal  wholesale  sundries  houses  drawing  their 
attention  to  the  complaint  and  suggesting  that  they  pro- 
vide themselves  with  supplies  of  poison  bottles  of  a  paler 
colour. 

A  complaint  was  also  received  that  owing  to  the  confu- 
sion existing  in  the  description  of  the  different  sizes  of 
willow  boxes  much  inconvenience  resulted.  The  secretary 
was  requested  to  approach  the  sundry  houses  with  a  view 
to  the  introduction  of  definite  descriptions  of  different 
sizes  and  shapes. 


Annual  Conference

The  business  included  the  following  : 
Welfare  Clinics. — The  following  motion  was  carried  : 
That  the  R.P.U.  Executive  should  press  the  proprietors 
of  infants'  foods  supplied  to  clinic  departments  to  use 
every  means  possible  to  prevent  the  abuse  and  see  that 
proper  protection  is  secured  for  the  chemists,  wiho  assisted 
to  market  the  products  in  the  initial  stages. 

Wine  Licences. — Mr.  Smith  (Hull)  proposed  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  : 

That  the  R.P.U.  be  asked  to  exert  their  influence  in 
favour  of  chemists  applying  for  wine  licences,  and  that  a 
reduction  in  the  cost  be  applied  for  where  the  chemist  is 
restricted  to  "medicated  wines." 

It  was  pointed  out  that  as  this  resolution  stood  the 
R.P.U.  might  be  called  upon  to  take  action  in  connection 
with  every  individual  application  for  a  wine  licence.  The 
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resolution  was  ultimately  carried,  subject  to  the  wording 
being  so  altered  that  while  the  principle  was  approved, 
the  Union  was  not  committed  to  making  individual  appli- 
cations on  behalf  of  its  members;  further,  that  any 
opportunity  should  be  taken  to  have  medicated  wines 
exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the  Licensing  Act  so  far  ' 
as  chemists  were  concerned. 

Unqualified  Dealers  in  Poisons. — Mr.  Smith  also 
proposed  .: 

That  some  effective  method  be  evolved  for  dealing  with 
unqualified  sellers  of  poisons. 

It  was  suggested  that  this  seemed  to  be  a  matter  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  but  a  delegate  pointed  out  that 
the  Union  might  bring  pressure  to  bear  on  wholesale  houses 
to  cease  supplying  unqualified  dealers  with  poisons.  The 
resolution  was  then  carried. 

Pareoobic  substitute. — A  resolution  was  carried — 

That  the  term  "  Paregoric  Substitute  "  be  legally  abolished 
if  possible. 

.Registration  as  a  trade  union. — A  resolution  urging 
the  registration  of  the  R.P.U.  as  a  trade  union  was  with- 
drawn, in  response  to  a  suggestion  that  it  would  be  wiser 
to  defer  registration,  and  in  the  meantime  ascertain  the 
needs  of  the  organisation.  The  delegates  unanimously 
agreed  with  this  suggestion. 

Unprofitable  proprietaries. — -Various  resolutions  were 
proposed  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  unprofitable  proprietaries 
and  .the  methods  of  bringing  pressure  to  bear  on  the 
proprietors. 

Other  matters  dealt  with  included  a  discussion  on  In- 
surance dispensing  terms,  the  pricing  of  prescriptions,  the 
subscriptions  to  the  local  branches  of  the  Union,  and 
changes  in  the  organisation. 

This  concluded  the  items  on  the  agenda.  The  chairman 
thanked  the  delegates  for  the  prompt  and  effective  manner 
in  which  the  meeting  had  disposed  of  the  resolutions  on 
the  agenda,  and  intimated  that  he  would  accept  any 
further  resolutions  or  questions  on  the  policy,  objects,  or 
organisation  of  the  Union.  Several  minor  points  having 
been  dealt  with,  the  Conference  closed  with  the  usual 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman.  The  business,  which 
began  at  10  a.m.,  occupied  the  delegates  until  1.15  p.m. 


Annual  Meeting 

The  annual  meeting  was  afterwards  held  on  March  29, 
at  the  Adam  Hall  of  the  Medical  and  Allied  Societies, 
Stratford  Place,  W.  Mr  J.  Keall  occupied  the  chair. 
Moving  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report  and  accounts, 
he  said  he  considered  that  the  work  of  the  first  year  had 
been  most  useful,  not  only  from  the  defence  but  also 
from  the  attack  point  of  view.  It  was  a  great  advantage 
to  the  Union  to  have  a  free  field  and  not  to  be  restricted 
to  defence  only.  The  Union  had  already  proved  itself  to 
be  of  great  commercial  utility. 

Mr.  Rowsell  seconded,  and  the  report  and  accounts  were 
then  unanimously  adopted. 

The  change  of  rules  recommended  by  the  Executive  (see 
above)  was  unanimously  approved.

Votes  of  thanks  ended  the  meeting. 

The  journal  of  the  Norwegian  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion ("  Norges  Apotekerforenings  Tidsskrift  ")  includes  in 
its  No.  4  of  1922  as  a  supplement  a  translation  of  the 
paper  on  vitamines  issued  by  the  National  Health  Insur- 
ance Medicinal  Pesearch  Committee,  Special  Report,  series 
No.  38,  1919.  The  translation  is  the  work  of  a  Norwegian 
pharmacist  and  physiological  chemist,  H.  T.  Offerdahl. 


Javanese  Essential  Oils 

In  a  recent  issue  of  "  Sluyter's  Monthly  "  Dr.  J.  J.  B. 
Deuss  describes  the  various  Javanese  essential  oils  and 
their  characteristics.  Generally  in  Java,  he  states,  dis- 
tillation with  water  or  steam  only  is  applied.  The  most 
important  essential  oil  manufactured  in  the  island  is 
Citronella  oil — obtained  from  a  species  of  grass  described 
as  "  Sereh-wangi  "  (Andropogon  Nardus).  This  grows 
only  on  good  soil,  and  it  may  be  harvested  several  times 
during  the  year  according  to  the  quality  of  the  soil  and 
the  climate.  The  percentage  of  oil  varies  from  2.1  to 
7.  per  cent.,  the  variation  being  due  to  soil  and 
climate  as  well  as  the  age  of  the  leaves.  Calculated  from 
the  fresh  material  a  yield  of  0.5  to  0.9  per  cent,  is 
generally  obtained.  It  is  considered  inadvisable  to  distil 
all  the  oil,  as  owing  to  the  amount  of  steam  used  this 
would  be  uneconomical.  On  poor  soil  the  author  suggests 
that  Ceylon  sereh  grass  be  planted,  as  this  grows  better 
under  this  condition  than  the  native  Java  grass.  A 
second,  "  Sereh-betoel "  (A.  citratus)  yields  lernongrass 
oil,  which,  however,  is  not  entirely  soluble  in  70  ,per  cent, 
alcohol.  Calculated  on  the  dry  leaf,  100  grams  contains 
from  0.8  to  2.12  per  cent,  of  oil.  The  yield  is  0.2  per 
cent,  from  the  fresh  leaf  and  0.3  per  cent,  from  the  root. 
From  fresh  material  of  A.  Schoenantus,  0.5  per  cent,  of 
palmarosa  oil  may  be  obtained ;  this  contains  80  to  90  per 
cent,  geraniol,  and  the  Javanese  palmarosa  is  described  as 
a  very  good  one.  The  "  Akar-wangi,"  another  species  of 
"sereh"  grass  [A.  Uluricatus),  contains,  in  the  roots 
only,  from  0.4  to  0.9  per  cent,  of  a  brown  oil  with 
strong  odour.  There  are  three  species  of  patchouli  used, 
and  the  same  culture  is  applied  to  all  three.  Young 
shoots  of  10  to  15  cm.  are  planted  in  nurseries  for  three 
to  four  weeks,  after  which  they  are  placed,  in  the  shade 
preferably,  in  the  fields.  The  plant  grows  well  in  the 
lower  country  with  a  warm  climate  and  sufficient  rain, 
the  soil  being  good.  Up  to  the  present  the  Singapore 
patchouli  has  been  most  esteemed.  In  Java  the  amount 
of  oil  in  the  leaves  calculated  on  the  dry  leaf  is  from 
6  c.c.  to  9.4  c.c.  per  100  grams.  The  stalks  contain  only 
0.3  c.c.  of  oil,  and  the  root  oil  is  heavier  than  water. 
Before  distillation  the  leaf  is  withered  in  the  shade  like 
tea-leaf,  and  afterwards  heaped  up  while  fermentation 
takes  place.  This,  the  author  states,  is  the  method  fol- 
lowed in  the  Straits,  where  the  oil  is  good.  After  fer- 
mentation the  leaf  is  spread  out  and  moistened  before 
distillation.  The  author  suggests  that  the  "flowering 
patchouli  "  should  be  planted  in  Java  as  its  oil  has  a 
fine  fragrant  odour.  The  essential  oils  from  Cinna- 
niomum,  Zeylanicum,  obtained  from  the  leaves,  bark,  and 
root  of  the  tree,  give  various  kinds  of  Cinnamon  oil.  The 
author  then  describes  the  method  of  obtaining  and  pre- 
paring bark,  which  is  shipped  to  Europe  in  packages  of 
40  to  50  kilos.  The  yield  of  oil  from  the  leaves  is  from 
1.5  to  2  per  cent.,  and  the  value  is  determined  by  the 
amount  of  eugenol  present.  The  oil  from  the  bark  is 
obtained  as  follows  :  The  bark  is  pulverised  and 
soaked  for  two  to  three  days  in  ten  times  its  weight  of 
water  containing  some  salt.  Distillation  is  then  rapidly 
proceeded  with  to  prevent  oxidation  of  the  aldehyde  to 
cinnamic  acid.  The  product  is  0.5  to  1  per  cent,  of  oil. 
The  bark  oil,  he  points  out,  contains  from  4  to  8  per 
cent,  eugenol,  and  the  value  of  the  oil  is  determined 
by  the  percentage  of  cinnamic  aldehyde.  Mention  is 
made  of  the  fact  that  the  Cinnamomum  Camphora  (the 
camphor  tree)  has  been  planted  in  Java.  Cajuput  oil 
from  Melaleuca  Leucadendron  is  another  product  of  the 
island 

During  the  month  of  December  1921  the  quantity  of 
drugs,  medicines,  and  chemicals  imported  into  the  Port 
of  Sydney  from  overseas  amounted  to  519  tons. 

Radium  in  Katanga. — The  "  Journee  Industrielle  " 
reports  that  the  radio-active  ore  discovered  in  the  subsoil 
of  the  Katanga  plateaux  is  comparatively  rich  in  radium. 
The  ore  is  found  almost  on  a  level  with  the  soil,  and 
works  are  being  erected  on  the  spot  for  the  production 
of  radium.  It  is  thought  that  as  much  as  30  grams  per 
annum  may  be  obtained.

Health  Insurance  Acts 

Reports  from  Local  Centres 
ENGLAND 

Middlesex.— Mr.  Kelland  (Chairman)  presided  at  the 
bi-monthly  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
April  3.  Accounts  amounting  to  £62,101  5s.  3d.  were 
recommended  for  payment  by  the  Finance  and  General 
Purposes  Sub-Committee.  Among  these  were  the  follow- 
ing to  chemists  and  medical  practitioners  :  for  drugs, 
etc.,  to  chemists'  December  accounts,  £4,357  17s.  lid. ; 
January  accounts — to  chemists,  £6,366  14s.  7d.  ;  to  prac- 
titioners, £236  7s.  6d.  The  accounts  were  passed.  A 
refund  of  £3  8s.  Id.  was  directed  to  be  made  from  the 
January  accounts  to  the  drug  account.  It  was  reported 
that  the  total  number  on  the  panel  of  chemists  was  282. 
Since  January  24  there  had  been  four  additions  to,  and 
one  resignation  from,  the  panel.  A  doctor  who  issued 
irregular  certificates  was  fined  £10.  Another  doctor,  who 
failed  to  keep  the  requisite  records,  was  fined  £30.  A 
number  of  doctors  were  required  to  refund  private  fees 
which  they  had  charged  insured  persons  when  they  knew 
them  to  be  insured. 

Sheffield. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
a  report  was  adopted  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Service 
Sub-Committee  on  an  inquiry  held  relating  to  a  cor- 
porate body  of  chemists,  who  failed  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  their  agreement  as  to  the  hours  at  which  insured 
persons  could  obtain  medicines.  Also  a  certificate  of 
qualification  of  the  dispenser  was  not  exhibited  in  the 
place  of  business.  It  was  decided  that  the  firm  be 
censured. 

Southport. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee held  recently  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  approving  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Harold 
Barton,  chemist,  Lord  Street,  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee, in  place  of  the  late  Mr.  E.  H.  West.  Accounts 
amounting  to  £3,606  10s.  6d.  were  passed  for  payment, 
the  items  being  principally  doctors'  and  chemists'  accounts. 

Surrey. — A  meeting  of  the   County  Insurance  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  March  29,  at  which  the  reports  of  the 
various  sub-committees    were   presented.    The  Medical 
Benefit  Sub-Committee  reported  on  the  administration 
expenses  of  the  County  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  which 
amounted  to  £302  12s.  2d.,  the  estimated  amount  being 
£350.    The  estimate  for  1922  was  £390,  of  which  £60 
was  for  the  checking  of  prescriptions  and  £145  for  com- 
mittee's subsistence  and  travelling  expenses.    The  sub- 
committee also  recommended  that  no  alteration  be  made 
in  the  form  of  the  prescription-book.    A  complaint  will 
be  investigated  from  a  firm  of  chemists  alleging  undue 
influence  on  the  part  of  a  doctor  in  persuading  patients 
to  take  his  prescriptions  to  a  particular  chemist.  Five 
chemists  have  joined  the  panel  and  one  has  resigned.  The 
Finance  and  General  Purposes  Sub-Committee  reported  on 
having  received  from  the  Joint  Committee  for  Pricing 
Prescriptions  the  prescription  data  and  statement  as  to 
urgent  fees  for  the  third  quarter  of  1921.    The  Joint  Com- 
mittee for  Pricing  Prescriptions  called  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  to  four  prescriptions  submitted  for  pricing, 
one  for  1918  and  three  for  1920.    An  interview  with  the 
chemist  had  resulted  in  a  decision  to  accept  the  prescrip- 
tions for  1922.    In  the  cash  statement  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1921,  payments  under  the  1920  Drug  Fund 
amounted  to  £2,836  8s.  2d.,  and,  under  the  1921  fund, 
£18,577  14s.  4d.    Advances  and  balances,  1921  and  1922, 
to  pharmacists  from  the  Medical  Benefit  Fund  amounted 
to  £2,359  10s.  5d. 


SCOTLAND 

Forfarsblre. — The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  held  a 
meeting  on  March  22,  Mr.  James  Jack  (Arbroath)  in  the 
chair.  The  financial  statement  for  1921  was  approved, 
also  the  estimate  for  1922.    The  Checking  Bureau  reports 


to  January  1922  were  approved.  The  resignation  from 
the  Committee  of  Mr.  Waterston  (Forfar)  was  intimated, 
and  Mr.  Smith  (Brechin)  was  co-opted.  The  Committee 
expressed  its  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  former 
secretary  and  chairman,  Mr.  John  Hutton  (Brechin). 

Glasgow. — A  belated  report  of  the  Burgh  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee  has  been  issued  recently  dealing  with  the 
years  1919  and  1920.  The  previous  report  was  issued  three 
years  ago.  The  final  adjustment  for  the  year  1919  showed 
a  balance  of  £3,326  15s.,  out  of  which  a  bonus  of 
£1,272  5s.  lid.  was  paid  for  the  year.  For  1920  a  balance 
of  £2,191  5s.  4d.  was  carried  forward  to  1921.  Drug  Fund 
charges  for  1919  amounted  to  £25,506  15s.  7d.,  and  for 
1920  £37,459  19s.  10d.,  and  a  comparative  table  f  rom  1913 
onwards  showed  that  in  1920  the  incidence  of  charges  was 
the  highest  since  the  inception.  The  activities  of  the 
Committee  over  the  period  are  described  in  detail. 

Kirkcaldy. —  Chemists  under  agreement  with  the 
Insurance  Committee  have  been  notified  of  an  order  by 
the  Scottish  Board  of  Health  fixing  the  amount  of  the 
Central  Drug  Fund  on  a  basis  of  a  capitation  rate  of 
Is.  lOd.  in  place  of  2s. 


Insurance  Dispensing  Terms 

The  following  letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  has 
been  received  by  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  in  refer- 
ence to  the  negotiations  for  Insurance  dispensing  terms  for 
England  and  Wales  for  the  ensuing  two  years  : 

I  am  directed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  refer  to  Mr. 
Harris's  letter  of  December  1  and  to  subsequent  discussion 
with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Union  relative  to  a 
revision  in  the  terms  of  service  for  chemists  supplying  drugs 
and  appliances  to  insured  persons.    As  previously  pointed 
out  to  your  Committee  the  various  increases  in  the  dis- 
pensing-fees   were    granted    mainly    on   account   of  the 
abnormal  conditions  arising  from  the  war,  and  in  view  of 
the  rapid  fall  in  the  cost  of  living  which  has  taken  place 
since  the  last  revision  of  the  scale  it  appears  to  the  Minister 
that  the  proposed  reduction  in  the  remuneration  of  Insurance 
chemists  is  fully  warranted  by  the  altered  economic  position, 
and  is  not  incommensurate  with  the  reductions  which  have 
been  made  in  the  remuneration  of  Insurance  practitioners  and 
generally  in  the  public  and  municipal  services.  The  Minister 
has  given  very  careful  consideration  to  the  representations 
of  your  Committee  on  the  matter,  but  he  is  unable  to  agree 
that  these  representations  afford  any  ground  for  varying 
his  opinion  that  a  reduction  of  one  penny  on  each  item  in  the 
dispensing  scale  is  fully  justified.    In  this  connection  I  am 
to  point  out  that  there  is  no  reason  to  anticipate  that  the 
progressive  fall  in  prices  and  wages  has  yet  ceased.  The 
proposed  revised  scale,  therefore,  requires  to  be  considered 
not  only  in  relation  to  the  actual  level  of  prices  at  the 
moment,  but  also  in  relation  to  what  on  a  reasonable  estimate 
may  be  expected  to  be  the  mean  level  over  the  whole  of  the 
two  years'  period  to  which  it  is  proposed  that  the  new  scale 
should    apply,    A  soale,   therefore,   which  is  not  in  the 
Minister's  judgment  inequitable  at  the  moment  may  on  a 
reasonable  assumption  be  expected  to  become  decidedly  more 
favourable  to  the  chemists  in  the  near  future,  and  this  is  a 
factor  to  which  the  Minister  cannot  but  feel  your  Executive 
have  failed  to  give  adequate  weight.    On  and  after  May  1, 
1922,  therefore,  the  rate  for  compound  liquid  medicaments 
(excluding  preparations  specified  in  the  Table  of  Drug  Prices 
and  proprietary  preparations)  will  be  reduced  to  5d.  per 
prescription,  and  the  rates  in  respect  of  the  remaining  items 
in  the  dispensing-fee  scale  will  similarly  be  reduced  by  one 
penny  per  prescription.    With  regard  to  prescriptions  which 
direct  that  the  medicaments  shall  be  supplied  in  two  or  more 
containers,  the  Minister  is  prepared  to  allow  a  special  charge 
of  2d.  in  respect  of  each  additional  container.    In  connec- 
tion with  the  method  of  payment  for  drugs  and  appliances 
supplied,  the  Minister  understands  that  your  Committee 
agree  that  all  payments  made  in  future  shall  be  for  the  full 
value  of  the  drugs  and  appliances  supplied,  subject  to  any 
deductions  made  to  meet  the  expenses  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committees.    He  proposes,  therefore,  to  inform  Insurance 
Committees  that  payments  in  respect  of  the  scripts  relating 
to  the  month  of  July  next  and  subsequent  months  will  be 
made  in  full  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  month 
following  that  to  which  the  scripts  relate.    I  am  to  add  that 
Insurance  Committees  aTe  being  asked  to  circulate  to  all 
Insurance  chemists  a  copy  of  this  letter,  together  with  a 
copy  of  Parts  I.  and  III.  of  the  revised  Drug  Tariff. 
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Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act 

Synthetic  Camphor 

Mr.  Cyrel  Atkinson,  K.C.,  the  Referee  under  Part  I. 
of  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act,  opened  an  inquiry 
on  Saturday,  April  1,  into  a  complaint  by  the  British 
Xylonite  Co.,  Ltd.,  that  synthetic  camphor  has  been 
improperly  included  in  the  list  of  dutiable  articles  issued 
by  the  Board  of  Trade.  Sir  Arthur  Colefax,  K.C.,  and 
Mr.  Kenneth  R.  Swan  appeared  for  the  complainants,  and 
Mr.  Whitehead  represented  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Pinene  Improperly  Included 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax,  in  stating  the  case  for  the  com- 
plainants, said  that  the  complaint  affected  two  substances — 
namely,  pinene  and  a  substance  which  he  was  going  to 
call  "turpentine  camphor,"  which  was  more  commonly 
called  "artificial  camphor,"  and  sometimes  improperly 
called  "synthetic  camphor."  The  British  Xylonite  Co. 
were,  he  believed,  the  only  users  in  this  country  of  tur- 
pentine camphor.  The  Board  of  Trade  had  sent  a  com- 
munication to  the  British  Xylonite  Co.,  since  the  com- 
plaint was  lodged,  that  they  did  not  intend  to  contest  the 
question  that  pinene  had  been  improperly  included  in 
their  list,  and  he  was  glad  to  think  that  wisdom  had  pre- 
vailed, because  it  might  surprise  the  Referee  when  he 
told  him  one  or  two  facts.  First  of  all,  pinene  would 
conceivably  be  a  raw  material  for  the  manufacture  of 
turpentine  camphor,  and  it  would  therefore  seem  an  extra- 
ordinary thing  to  put  it  into  the  list.  In  fact,  it  was  a 
natural  product  obtained  simply  from  oil  of  turpentine  by 
no  chemical  process  of  any  kind  whatever,  but  by  a  mere 
simple  distillation  process.  Oil  of  turpentine  itself  con- 
tained anything  up  to  90  per  cent,  of  pinene,  but,  in  view 
of  the  statement  of  the  Board  of  Trade  that  it  did  not 
intend  to  contest  the  complaint  with  regard  to  this,  he 
would  ask  the  Referee  to  make  an  award  that  it  should 
be  at  once  taken  out  of  the  list,  and  to  say  definitely 
that  pinene  had  teen  improperly  included.  In  these  cir- 
cumstances he  would  say  no  more  about  pinene.  Coming 
to  turpentine  camphor,  he  could  not  help  thinking  it 
would  come  as  a  surprise  even  to  the  Referee  to  find  that 
the  Board  of  Trade  had  put  this  substance  into  the  list 
and  imposed  a  duty  of  33^  per  cent,  ad  vol.,  because 
there  was  not  an  ounce  of  it  made  in  this  country,  and 
it  never  had  been  made  here.  Moreover,  it  was  highly 
improbable  that  it  ever  would  be  made  here.  In  these 
circumstances  he  was  going  to  ask  the  Referee  to  give  a 
definite  ruling  at  some  stage,  and  to  say  that  the  Safe- 
guarding of  Industries  Act  in  relation  to  Part  I.  could  not 
apply  at  all  to  a  case  where  there  was  no  industry  in  this 
country.  He  was  quite  aware,  having  appeared  in  more 
than  one  case  before  the  Referee,  that  the  Board  of  Trade 
had  never  thought  it  right  to  be  advised  as  to  what  was 
the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  they  had  produced  a  list  of 
substances  which  it  was  admitted  on  a  previous  occasion 
had  never  been  considered  in  relation  to  whether  or 
not  they  were  key  industries.  It  seemed  that  they  had 
never  taken  what  was  the  more  obvious  and  simple 
course  of  considering  whether  there  was  an  industry  here 
before  putting  a  substance  into  the  list.  As  regards 
turpentine  camphor,  there  was  no  industry  here  at  all,  but 
the  effect  of  putting  it  into  the  list  had  been  greatly  to 
handicap  his  clients,  who  were  the  only  producers  of  the 
substance  manufactured  from  it — namely,  celluloid.  His 
clients  had  to  compete  in  the  markets  of  the  world  in  the 
sale  of  celluloid,  and  the  putting  of  this  duty  upon  tur- 
pentine camphor,  which  was  the  raw  material,  was  a  very 
serious  handicap  to  them.  The  imposition  of  this  duty 
meant  many  thousands  of  pounds  increase  in  the  cost  of 
manufacture,  and  that  must  always  be  so,  because  there 
was  no  prospect  of  the  British  Xylonite  Co.  ever  being 
able  to  obtain  one  ounce  of  turpentine  camphor  from 
any  British  source.  Natural  camphor  was  the  mono- 
poly of  the  Japanese  Government,  which  aJso  con- 
trolled the  price  and  rationed  supplies,  and  this  price 
varied  in  such  a  way  that  it  became  advantageous  at  times 
to  buy  turpentine  camphor  instead  of  natural  camphor. 


While  his  clients  did  not  prefer  artificial  camphor,  and 
bought  very  large  quantities  of  natural  camphor,  circum- 
stances arose  which  made  it  desirable  on  occasions  to  buy 
the  artificial  product,  which  was  made  in  Germany,  and 
had  been  made  there  before  the  outbreak  of  the  war. 
Pinene  originally  had  as  much  as  90  per  cent,  of  oil  of 
turpentine  in  it,  and  the  chemical  formula  for  it  was 
CioH16,  and  the  oil  of  turpentine  was  mainly  that  with 
some  other  terpenes  in  it.  To  that  extent  pinene  was 
not  quite  the  same  as  oil  of  turpentine,  and  the  chemical 
formula  of  artificial  camphor  was  CioHieO — i.e.,  with  an 
atom  of  oxygen  added.  The  artificial  camphor  was  made 
by  a  process  which  consisted  of  adding  an  atom  of  oxygen 
and  producing  an  isomeric  change  in  the  constitution  of 
that  part  of  the  molecule  other  than  the  oxygen — i.e.,  the 
CioHi6  portion.  Pinene  was  first  changed  into  pinene 
hydrochloride  by  the  addition  of  hydrochloric  acid,  and 
pinene  itself  used  to  be  known  at  one  time  as  "artificial 
camphor."  In  passing  from  pinene  to  pinene  hydro- 
chloride there  was  a  rearrangement  of  the  structure,  and 
after  the  removal  of  the  hydrochloric  acid  there  remained 
camphene,  which  had  the  same  empirical  formula  as 
pinene — namely,  Ci0H16 — and  from  this  camphene  by 
oxidation  turpentine  or  artificial  camphor  was  obtained. 
Something  might  be  heard  during  the  inquiry  of  another 
means  of  passing  from  camphene  to  camphor  via  isobornyl 
acetate,  but  that  was  not  the  way  in  which  turpentine 
camphor  was  made.  Broadly  speaking,  the  manufacture 
of  the  artificial  camphor  was  a  process  involving  the  addi- 
tion of  oxygen  to  a  naturally  occurring  substance,  pinene, 
together  with  a  molecular  rearrangement  or  isomeric 
change ;  and  he  did  not  think  there  would  be  any  dispute 
about  anything  he  had  said  as  to  the  manufacture  of  artifi- 
cial camphor  Artificial  camphor  had  been  manufactured 
for  a  considerable  number  of  years,  and  the  point  which 
would  have  to  be  considered  was  as  to  a  distinction  between 
artificial  camphor  and  synthetic  camphor,  because  his  case 
was  that  there  was  no  synthetic  camphor  known,  by 
which  he  meant  camphor  prepared  synthetically,  except 
that  which  had  been  prepared  many  years  ago  by  a  Finnish 
chemist,  Komppa,  and  that,  strictly  speaking,  was  the 
only  synthetic  camphor  that  had  ever  been  known.  The 
substance  he  was  speaking  of,  which  was  made  from  oil 
of  turpentine,  had  universally  been  known  as  "  artificial 
camphor"  and  was  a  distinct  body  from  synthetic 
camphor. 

Uses  of  Camphor 
Coming  to  the  uses  of  camphor,  either  natural  or 
artificial,  counsel  said  that  its  main  use  was  in  the  manu- 
facture of  celluloid,  which  was  a  mixture  of  camphor 
and  nitro-cellulose.  It  was  not  a  chemical  combination 
but  a  nfixture,  or  what  was  known  as  a  solid  solution. 
There  was  no  chemical  change  occurring  in  the  formation 
of  celluloid,  and  one  of  the  matters  the  Referee  would 
have  to  consider  was  whether  or  not  this  substance  was  a 
chemical  at  all.  He  was  going  to  submit  that  camphor 
made  from  oil  of  turpentine  was  not  a  chemical  in  that 
it  was  not  made  nor  used  with  the  object  of  its  under- 
going any  chemical  change  of  any  kind  at  all,  and  unless 
the  Referee  was  going  to  call  starch,  soap,  or  water  a 
chemical  he  could  not  understand  how  either  natural  or 
artificial  camphor  could  be  called  a  chemical.  If  the 
Referee  was  with  him  on  that  point,  then  he  would  have 
a  short  step  to  go  to  give  a  decision  favourable  to  the 
complainants  in  this  case.  His  first  point  that  he  asked 
for  a  decision  upon  was  that  there  could  be  no  applica- 
tion of  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act  at  all  where 
there  was  no  industry  in  this  country  and  where. the 
only  result  of  putting  a  duty  on  would  be  seriously  to 
handicap  an  existing  British  industry.  It  was  sheer 
nonsense  to  suggest  that  the  legislators  of  this  country 
ever  intended  that  this  Act,  which  was  called  the  Safe- 
guarding of  Industries  Act,  should  be  applied  in  respect 
of  a  substance  imported  into  this  country  for  the  purpose 
of  an  established  industry  here,  and  which  was  not  only  not 
made  here,  but  never  had  been  and  probably  never  would 
be.  The  Board  of  Trade  had  submitted,  in  their  reply 
to  the  complaint,  that  artificial  camphor  is  a  synthetic- 
organic  chemical.  He  did  not  doubt  that  it  was  organic, 
but  he  denied  that  it  was  either  a  chemical  or  synthetic. 
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The  term  "synthetic"  could  not,  in  his  submission, 
properly  be  applied  to  artificial  camphor,  as  he  had 
explained  its  manufacture.  Synthesis,  in  the  view  of 
his  advisers,  had  always  been  understood  as  a  matter  of 
definition  involving  the  adding  of  something  to  another 
substance,  but  the  Board  of  Trade  were  driven  by  the 
logic  of  their  argument,  as  expounded  in  their  long 
counter-statement,  to  the  truly  remarkable  position  that 
synthesis  was  no  longer  the  putting  together  of  two 
things,  but  that  it  could  actually  be  applied  to  things 
where  something  was  taken  away.  This  was  the  most 
remarkable  use  of  the  word  "synthesis"  that  he  had 
ever  heard,  and  in  support  of  their  case  the  Board  of 
Trade  had  instanced  vanillin,  the  manufacture  of  which 
involved  bh-3  passing  from  the  natural  body  to  vanillin 
not  by  the  addition  of  anything,  but  by  the  taking  away 
of  something.  He  could  not  help  thinking  that  in 
putting  forward  this  argument  the  Board  of  Trade  had 
something  else  in  mind  than  this  case  only ;  in  other 
words,  that  they  had  regard  to  something  that  was  coming 
along  in  the  future.  The  Referee'  would  remember ,  that 
in  the  calcium  carbide  case  the  definition  of  "  synthesis  " 
that  he  himself  had  just  put  forward  had  not  been 
demurred  to  by  anybody.  Many  distinguished  chemists 
gave  evidence  in  that  case,  and  the  view  that  synthesis 
involved  the  adding  of  something  was  unanimously 
adopted.  The  Board  of  Trade,  however,  were  not  pre- 
pared to  stand  by  that  definition  now,  but  he  could  not 
help  feeling  that  they  were  driven  to  that  position  by 
thei'.'  contention  that  artificial  camphor  is  a  synthetic 
organic  chemical.  It  was  a  fact  that  he  wished  to  lay 
stress  upon  that  the  pinene  itself  had  never  been  pre- 
pared synthetically.  At  the  momem  he  would  proceed 
along  the  lines  of  saying  that  a  substance  which  had 
never  been  made  synthetically  in  commerce  could  not  be 
regarded  as  a  synthetic  substance,  even  if  it  were  possible 
to  synthesise  it.  In  the  Schedule  to  the  Act  the  word 
"  synthetic"  was  used  twice;  first  as  "  synthetic  organic 
chemicals,"  and  then  "synthetic  organic  dyestuffs,"  and 
he  had  always  felt  a  difficulty  in  putting  a  different  mean- 
ing to  the  word  "synthetic"  in  the  two  cases.  In 
regard  to  dyestuffs,  the  word  "  synthetic  "  had  never  been 
applied  in  the  manner  in  which  the  Board  of  Trade  now 
wished  to  apply  it — namely,  in  the  case  of  the  taking 
away  of  a  substance,  and  not  the  adding  of  one  to 
another — and  the  same  remarks  applied  to  the  position 
taken  up  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  the  santonin  case. 
The  complainants  looked  upon  artificial  camphor  as  a 
material  of  construction,  and  he  could  not  conceive  any- 
body, for  instance,  speaking  of  artificial  rubber  as  a 
chemical.  It  .was  a  chemical  compound,  but  that  was 
not  the  expression  used  in  the  Schedule  to  the  Act.  That 
artificial  camphor  was  not  regarded  as  a  chemical  was 
proved  by  a  letter  which  the  British  Xylonite  Co. 
had  received  from  the  Deputy  Chief  Inspector  of  Fac- 
tories in  relation  to  the  manufacture  of  celluloid.  The 
question  had  arisen  as  to  whether  the  use  of  toluol  as  a 
solvent  in  the  manufacture  of  celluloid  from  nitro-cellu- 
lose  was  a  use  in  a  process  of  chemical  manufacture,  and 
the  letter  in  question  read  as  follows  :  "  The  use  of 
toluol  or  any  other  derivative  of  benzene  as  a  solvent  in 
the  manufacture  of  celluloid  from  nitro-cellulose  is  not 
regarded  as  being  its  rise  in  a-  process  of  chemical  manu- 
facture. Therefore  the  regulations  with  regard  to 
chemical  works  would  not  apply  to  such  a  process."  In 
other  words,  the  manufacture  of  celluloid  was  not  regarded 
as  a  chemical  manufacture,  and  therefore  it  could  not  be 
said  that  camphor,  whether  artificial  or  natural,  which 
was  the  chief  raw  material,  was  a  chemical. 

Camphor  Synonyms 

Mr.  Whitehead,  for  the  Board  of  Trade,  said  that, 
although  the  Home  Office  had  written  the  letter  in  ques- 
tion, they  were  not  responsible  for  the  deduction  which 
Sir  Arthur  Colefax  had  drawn  from  it.  Continuing,  he 
said  that  it  would  be  a  pity  if  there  was  confusion  owing 
to  the  use  of  names  upon  which  they  wpre  putting  different 
meanings.  Did  he  understand  that  Sir  Arthur  Colefax 
regarded  turpentine  camphor,  artificial  camphor,  and  syn- 
thetic camphor  as  applying  to  the  same  substance  ? 


Sir  Arthur  Colefax  said  he  did. 

Mr.  Whitehead  said  that  was  not  the  view  of  the  Board 
of  Trade.  The  product  which  was  in  the  list  was  syn- 
thetic camphor,  and  in  the  view  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
it  was  not  the  same  thing  as  artificial  camphor ;  that,  in 
fact,  "turpentine  camphor"  and  "artificial  vcamphor " 
were  two  names  which  had  been  applied  to  pinene  hydro- 
chloride. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  said  he  had  already  mentioned  that 
the  substance  which  he  called  "  turpentine  camphor  "  was 
more  commonly  called  "  artificial  camphor,"  and  some- 
times erroneously  called  "synthetic  camphor,"  but  it  was 
not  pinene  hydrochloride. 

Mr.  Whitehead  :  Then  the  terminology  you  are  using 
is  not  the  terminology  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  pointed  out  that  the  Board  of  Trade 
had  only  used  one  expression — namely,  "  synthetic  cam- 
phor ' ' — by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they  had  put  that 
name  in  the  list. 

Mr.  Whitehead  said  that  the  Board  of  Trade  applied  the 
term  in  the  list — namely,  "synthetic  camphor" — to  the 
material  which  was  obtained  by  chemical  reaction. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  said  he  was  using  the  term  "tur- 
pentine camphor"  as  being  the  fairest  description  of  the 
substance  which  his  clients  were  concerned  with,  and  which 
was  more  commonly  called  "  artificial  camphor,"  but  he 
was  speaking  of  the  same  substance  when  using  the  two 
expressions,  and  his  case  was  that  this  substance  was  in 
no  way  within  the  Act,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  industry  in  this  country,  and  that  it  was  not 
a  chemical.  If  the  Referee  was  against  him  on  those  two 
points,  then  the  question  which  would  have  to  be  con- 
sidered was  whether  this  substance  which  he  had  called 
"turpentine  camphor"  was  a  synthetic  chemical.  In 
addition  to  that,  he  contested  the  point  that  camphor  is 
a  fine  chemical,  and  in  support  of  that  he  would  put  for- 
ward the  question  of  supervision  in  manufacture.  The 
manufacture  of  camphor  was  not  a  process  which  involved 
the  regular  services  of  more  than  one  or  two  chemists  for 
its  production,  and  it  was  not  a  chemical  in  which  there 
was  a  supervision  even  of  the  character  which  had  been 
described  in  the  cream  of  tartar  case.  Even  in  the  manu- 
facture of  sulphuric  acid,  an  admitted  heavy  chemical,  the 
skilled  supervision  required  was  substantially  more  than 
anything  that,  had  to  be  considered  in  the  case  of  cream 
of  tartar,  and  substantially  more  than  anything  involved 
in  the  manufacture  of  camphor,  and  certainly  the  manu- 
facture of  camphor  had  none  of  the  aspects  of  a  fine 
chemical  at  all. 

The  Referee  said  he  did  not  think  it  was  necessary  for 
Sir  Arthur  to  deal  further  with  the  fine-chemical  point 
for  the  moment,  until  he  had  heard  the  other  side's  view. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  said  his  case  was  that  it  was  per- 
fectly clear  that  camphor  is  not  a  fine  chemical.  Dealing 
once  more  with  the  question  of  the  manufacture  of  turpen- 
tine camphor,  he  said  there  was  a  distinction  between  the 
process  as  carried  out  in  Germany  and  the  process  as 
carried  out  in  Switzerland.  He  was  informed  that  in 
Germany  the  process  was  a  direct  oxidation  process.  This 
turpentine  camphor  was  prepared  in  a  technical  quality, 
and  not  a  pure  quality,  and  the  substance  that  came  into 
this  country  contained  about  90  per  cent,  of  pinene.  He 
put  this  question  of  importation  into  the  forefront  of  his 
case,  because  he  was  anxious  to  get  a  definite  ruling  from 
the  Referee  as  to  the  application  of  the  Act  where  there 
was  no  industry  in  this  country  at  all,  and  in  particular 
he  wished  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Referee  to  the 
fact  that  the  Board  of  Trade  wished  to  throw  over  the 
definition  of  "synthesis"  as  accepted  in  the  calcium  car- 
bide case. 

Mr.  Whitehead  said  he  challenged  that  absolutely.  A3 
he  understood  it,  Sir  Arthur  Colefax  was  telling  the 
Referee  that  the  definition  of  "  synthesis  "  put  forward 
in  the  calcium  carbide  case  was  accepted,  but  he  denied 
it. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  said  the  Referee  could  judge  that 
for  himself,  but  lie  had  no  hesitation  at  all  in  saying 
that  the  definition  that  he  himself  had  put  forward 
during  the  case  was  accepted  without  demur. 
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The  Referee  said  it  was  not  his  recollection  that  there 
was  any  concrete  definition  of  "synthesis,"  and  he  re- 
membered being  quite  glad  to  escape  having  to  consider 
it. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  repeated  his  contention  that  it 
was  accepted  for  the  purpose  of  that  case  and  not 
demurred  to.  He  then  referred  to  the  evidence  in  the 
calcium  carbide  case — on  the  question  of  synthesis — of 
Mr.  Ballantyne,  Prof.  Morgan,  and  Prof.  Perkin,  all  of 
which  was  to  the  effect  that  synthesis  was  the  building- 
up  of  a  substance  from  its  elements  by  addition  and  not 
by  the  taking  away  of  substance,  and  the  Board  of'  Trade 
never  demurred  to  that  definition  of  synthesis.  In  the 
counter-statement  of  the  Board  of  Trade  reference  was 
made  to  synthetic  cast  iron,  and  he  would  like  the  Referee 
to  read  that,  because  he  could  not  understand  what  that 
meant. 

Mr.  Whitehead  asked  why  Sir  Arthur  Colefax  was  so 
alarmed  about  that. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  said  he  would  very  much  like  to 
know  what  synthetic  cast  iron  was,  and  he  was  living  in 
hope  and  expectation  that  he  would  learn. 

Mr.  Whitehead  :  I  will  tell  you  now. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  :  I  wager  you  did  not  invent  the 
term,  and  never  heard  of  it  before  you  read  this  document. 

The  Referee,  referring  to  the  question  of  whether 
camphor  is  a  chemical  or  not,  asked  whether  it  would 
be  possible  for  synthetic  camphor  to  be  a  chemical  and 
natural  camphor  not  to  be  a  chemical. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  replied  that  consideration  must  be 
given  to  the  use  of  the  substance  in  determining  whether 
it  was  a  chemical.  That  was  a  far  more  certain  line  to 
proceed  upon  than  any  question  of  whether  it  was 
produced  by  a  chemical  process.  There  were  many  bodies 
which  were  produced  as  the  result  of  a  chemical  process 
where  the  purpose  of  their  production  was  undoubtedly 
'  one  not  involving  any  chemical  change  at  all. 

Mr.  Merriam  gives  Evidence 
Mr.  Charles  Pearce  Merriam,  joint  managing  director 
of  the  British  Xylonite  Co.,  Ltd.,  said  his  was  the  only 
company,  so  far  as  he  knew,  making  celluloid  in  this 
country,  and  it  had  large  works  in  Suffolk  and  at  Wal- 
thamstow,  with  branch  establishments  in  different  parts  of 
the  country  and  in  many  parts  of  the  world.  They 
employed  about  1,800  people  now  and  about  2,400  before 
the  war.  For  the  purpose  of  the  business  he  bought  large 
quantities  of  natural  camphor,  and  from  time  to  time 
artificial  camphor  also.  The  percentages  of  artificial 
camphor  to  natural  camphor  which  he  bought  in  the  years 
1906,  1907,  1908.  and  1909  were  26  per  cent.,  34  per  cent., 
30  per  cent.,  and  9  per  cent,  respectively.  He  confirmed 
the  statement  of  Sir  Arthur  Colefax  that  natural  camphor 
is  very  nearly  a  Japanese  monopoly,  although  a  little 
comes  from  China,  and,  owing  to  the  absence  of  competi- 
tion from  turpentine  camphor  during  the  war,  the 
Japanese  were  able  absolutely  to  control  the  price  of  the 
natural  product.  For  a  few  years  in  this  country  it  was 
possible  to  buy  turpentine  camphor  which  had  been  manu- 
factured here,  there  being  three  firms  making  turpentine 
camphor.  One  of  them  made  a  substance  which  was  quite 
unusable  in  the  celluloid  industry,  however.  That  was 
in  1908,  and  since  then  he  had  not  been  able  to  buy  any 
usable  turpentine  camphor  that  had  been  made  in  this 
country,  except  a  very  small  quantity  in  1909.  The  three 
companies  to  which  he  had  referred  had  all  gone  into 
liquidation  about  1909,  and  were  non-existent  to-day. 
Two  of  the  companies  came  to  grief  because  they  could 
not  make  the  right  thing,  but  the  other  one  had  to  close 
down  because  of  the  competition  of  natural  csmphor, 
and  that,  in  his  opinion,  would  always  operate  against  the 
manufacture  of  turpentine  camphor  in  this  country,  and 
would  be  a  deterrent  to  anyone  wishing  to  start  such  an 
industry.  The  difficulty  was  that  the  Japanese  Govern- 
ment always  controlled  the  price  of  the  natural  product 
in  relation  to  the  competition  of  turpentine  camphor,  and 
it  was  that  fact  alone  which  gave  every  inducement  to 
his  firm  to  encourage  the  manufacture  of  turpentine 
camphor  in  this  country.    Unfortunately,  however,  up  to 


the  present  the  action  of  the  Japanese  Government  had 
been  such  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  compete  with  the 
natural  product.  Directly  after  the  Armistice  his  firm 
set  to  work  to  study  the  question  of  the  manufacture  of 
synthetic  camphor;  they  engaged  a  first-class  research  man 
and  gave  him  every  facility  in  his  work,  and  spent  over 
Jji0,000  in  an  attempt  to  make  synthetic  or  turpentine 
camphor.  They  had  been  successful  to  this  extent  :  that 
they  could  make  it,  but  he  as  managing  director  was  not 
prepared  to  advise  his  colleagues  to  put  down  a  plant  for 
its  manufacture,  because  natural  camphor  at  any  moment 
could  beat  them  on  price,  owing  to  the  control  which  the 
Japanese  Government  had.  It  was  very  difficult  to  esti- 
mate the  amount  of  capital  required  for  a  plant  to  manu- 
facture artificial  camphor  on  a  commercial  scale,  but,  as 
far  as  he  could  estimate,  it  would  require  about  £100,000, 
and  he  did  not  think  it  at  all  likely  that  the  industry 
would  be  started  here  now.  He  had  purchased  turpentine 
camphor  last  autumn,  but  the  effect  of  the  duty  upon 
turpentine  camphor  would  be  that  the  Japanese  Govern 
ment  would  increase  its  price  by  the  amount  of  the  tax 
and  involve  his  company  in  a  very  much  higher  price  for 
the  natural  product.  A  duty  on  artificial  camphor  did 
not  exist  in  other  countries,  and  even  a  very  strong 
and  enterprising  chemical  concern  formed  during  the  war 
in  America  had  been  compelled  to  abandon  efforts  which 
they  made  to  manufacture  artificial  camphor,  and  that  was 
in  a  country  where  they  had  the  turpentine.  That  firm 
was  Du  Pont  de  Nemours  &  Co.  He  had  bought  a  little 
artificial  camphor  from  Switzerland,  but  mainly  from 
Schering,  of  Berlin. 

Answering  the  Referee,  Mr.  Merriam  said  that  if  he 
had  used  the  expression  "  synthetic  camphor  "  during 
his  evidence,  it  was  only  to  distinguish  the  artificial  sub- 
stance from  the  natural  camphor.

Liquid  Sulphur  Dioxide  Decision 

The  following  is  the  decision  of  the  Referee  in  regard 
to  the  complaint  by  A.  Boake,  Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  that 
sulphur  dioxide  gas  in  liquid  form  had  been  improperly 
excluded  from  the  list  of  taxable  substances  issued  by  the 
Board  of  Trade,  the  hearing  of  which  was  reported  in 
the  C.  <£•  D.,  April  1,  page  62  : 

I  have  had  some  difficulty  in  coming  to  a  decision  in 
this  case,  but  after  a  very  careful  consideration  of  Mr. 
Boake's  contentions  the  conclusion  to  which  I  have  come 
is  that  I  cannot  hold  that  liquid  S02  has  been  improperly 
excluded  from  the  list  of  dutiable  substances. 

In  the  contact  process  for  making  H2S04  the  S02  gas 
coming  from  the  roasting  furnace  has  to  be  very  carefully 
purified,  otherwise  the  catalytic  platinum  becomes 
poisoned.  This  purification  is  a  matter  of  difficulty. 
There  is  thus  produced  S02  in  gaseous  form  and  of  con- 
siderable purity.  It  is,  however,  mixed  with  air,  and 
contains  a  little  S03.  These  are  not  impurities  for  the 
purpose  of  the  manufacture  of  H2S04.  This  sulphur 
dioxide  is  not  a  fine  chemical,  nor,  of  course,  is  the 
H2S04  produced  from  it.  For  the  purpose  of  making 
liquid  S02  the  S02  gas  is  first  freed  of  any  S03  that  may 
be  present,  and  is  then  passed  into  water  for  the  purpose 
of  freeing  itself  from  its  diluent  air.  The  water  is 
warmed,  but  gas  comes  off  free  of  air,  and  is  then  dried 
and  pressed.  The  question  is  whether  this  further  puri- 
fication and  treatment— i.e.  the  getting  rid  of  the  S03  and 
the  diluent  air — have  turned  the  heavy  chemical,  viz. 
S02  gas,  into  a  fine  chemical.  I  cannot  bring  myself  to 
tli ink  that  they  have.  The  veal  difficulties  of  purification 
have  been  already  overcome  in  producing  SO.,  gas.  I  do  not 
think  that  the  elimination  of  the  small  quantity  of  S03 
present  in  the.  S02  gas  and  the  passing  of  the  gas  through 
water  puts  the  product  into  a  different  category.  I  think 
that  the  trade  which  regards  S02  gas  and  H2S04  as 
heavy  would  also  regard  liquid  S02  as  heavy.  The  classi- 
fication of  a  chemical  as  fine  does  not  depend  merely  upon 
the  degree  of  purity  attained.  Not  being  satisfied  that 
the  substance  in  question  has  been  improperly  excluded 
from  the  list  of  dutiable  substances,  I  hold  that  the 
complaint  fails.

Menthol  meets  with  a  small  job- 
bing demand ;  higher  prices  are  asked  for  so-called 
Maltese  orange  peel.  Refined  spermaceti  remains  very 
dear.  Cumin  and  fennel  seeds  are  rather  firmer.  Levant 
liquorice  root  is  scarce.  Shellac  is  steady  and  linseed  oil 
lower.

German  Export  Duties 

The  Foreign  Trade  Committee  of  the  German  Ministry  of 
Industry  and  Commerce  has  declined  to  consider  the  pro- 
posed Bill  embodying  a  law  enforcing  export  duties  on 
goods.  This  decision  is  founded  on  the  view  that  this  Jaw 
would  subject  further  categories  of  goods  to  payment  of  an 
export  levy  at  a  time  when  all  export  duties  should  be 
abolished,  "since  the  economic  position,  the  course  taken 
by  prices  abroad,  the  uninterrupted  economic  war  conducted 
against  Germany,  in  coniunction  with  other  circumstances, 
render  the  future  outlook  for  German  exports  extremely 
uncertain,  and  every  form  of  taxation  designed  to  hinder 
trade  and  limit  output  is  bound  to  have  an  adverse  ertect. 
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The  Future  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

Sib,, — "  Xrayser  II."  writes  regarding  the  article  on  a 
London  Conference  which  appeared  in  "  The  Script,"  and 
as  one  not  unconnected  with  that  article  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  point  of  view  which  was  in  mind  might  possibly 
'  be  given  a  wider  circulation.  Whether  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  should  institute  a  Conference  or  not  is 
scarcely  the  question  at  issue,  since  it  is  already  com- 
mitted to  the  plan.  It  was  in  1913,  during  the  presi- 
dency of  the  late  C.  B.  Allen,  that  a  Conference  met 
at  the  Holborn  Restaurant  and  decided  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  have  an  annual  Conference,  but 
the  meeting  would  not  agree  to  a  different  venue  each 
year,  that  amendment  being  defeated.  The  subsequent 
Conference  which  came  into  being  was  largely  moulded 
by  the  allocation  of  money  under  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Amendment  Act  and  the  establishment  of  the 
Pharmaceutical'  Committees.  This  development  obscured 
the  original  idea  which  was  at  the  back  of  the  minds  of 
the  promoters  of  the  Conference  referred  to  above.  When 
the  Society  was  truncated  it  became  very  necessary  to 
find  some  means  of  maintaining  that  "  liveliness  "  which 
had  been  developed  during  the  past  ten  years.  Some  of 
us  who  are  excluded  from  the  discussion  of  things  to 
which  we  have  long  been  accustomed  are  not  unnaturally 
anxious  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  shall  be  an 
object  of  acute  interest  in  developing  those  things  of 
which  we  have  not  been  deprived.  For  this  reason  we 
are  convinced  that  a  Conference  is  the  proper  method, 
and  in  view  of  the  experience  gained  during  the  past 
years,  when  one  phase  of  activity  almost  excluded  any 
other,  we  feel  that  we  must  put  our  house  in  order  so 
that  all  pharmaceutical  energy  shall  not  run  in  one  direc- 
tion. There  is  little  difference  between  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  so 
far  as  I  understand  the  question,  and  the  only  thing  I 
fear  is  having  the  matter  left  as  an  open  question  at  the 
Nottingham  Conference.  We  shall  all  become  entangled 
in  paper  streamers  thrown  about  by  skilful  hands,  with 
the  result  that  the  issue  will  become  confused.  The  real 
difference  should  be  made  clear  :  it  is  one  of  presidency. 
Hitherto  the  President  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  has  been  the  man  of  the  year  for  that  par- 
ticular job.  It  has  even  been  given  to  a  non-pharmacist, 
and  in  any  case  there  never  was  the  necessity  to  struggle 
through  political  pharmacy  in  order  to  reach  the  position, 
preference  being  given  to  the  man  who  gained  eminence 
from  the  scientific  side.  The  Society's  Conference,  on 
the  other  hand,  naturally  requires  the  President  to  be  the 
one  elected  according  to  the  Charter.  This  difference  is 
the  crux  of  the  position,  and  a  satisfactory  solution  would 
clear  away  all  difficulties.  The  position  is  accentuated 
this  year  because  the  President  of  the  B.P.C.,  whom  we 
all  honour,  would  be  excluded  from  holding  the  position 
in  the  fusion.  To  give  the  name  of  chairman  to  a  person 
selected  to  deliver  the  inaugural  address  scarcely  fills  the 
bill,  as  it  would  seldom  prove  attractive.  The  President 
of  the  B.P.C.  is  the  embodiment  of  the  voluntary  spirit 
which  has  maintained  the  Conference  all  these  years,  and 
what  we  have  to  do  is  to  try  and  maintain  that  spirit 
and  at  the  same  time  extend  the  interest.  Incidentally, 
the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  stated  in  the  Charter,  so  that  the  Conference  to 
synchronise  with  it  would  have  to  be  brought  forward, 
which  is  scarcely  desirable. — Yours,  etc.,

Jay  Mack  Hits  Back 

Sir, — "Xrayser  II."  is  mistaken.  I  did  not  say  that 
'the  income  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  be 
reduced  by  my  examinations ;  in  fact,  I  have  proved  many 
times  in  the  G,  &  D.  that  the  income  would  be  greatly 
increased,  and,  at  the  same  time,  entirely  do  away  with 
the  suspicion  harboured  by  70  per  cent,  of  students  that 


they  are  not  fairly  treated  in  the  Minor.  There  are 
about  15,000  qualified  persons  on  our  Register,  and 
45,000  persons  in  retail — few  of  whom  have  ever  tried 
an  examination  of  any  sort  connected  with  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  and  never  will  under  the  present 
system,  but  who  could,  and  would,  all  be  brought  in 
under  my  examination.  I  believe  the  1911  Census  gave 
60,000  persons  in  the  drug-trade,  including  wholesale. 
For  the  last  ten  years  it  is  a  fact  that  the  bulk  of  the 
work  of  packing,  selling,  and  handling  drugs  in  retail 
shops  has  been  done  by  young  persons,  few  of  whom 
have  any  pharmacy  knowledge  whatever.  And  even  much 
of  the  dispensing  of  Insurance  prescriptions  is  being  done 
by  assistants  who  Irave  only  in  rare  case3  passed  any 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  masters 
and  qualified  men  being  engaged  in  supervision  or  in 
compounding  in  preparation  for  dispensing.  The  dentists 
did  the  same  until  the  figures  rose  to  about  5,500  qualified 
L.D.S.'s  and  10,000  unqualified,  who  never  tried  examina- 
tion, when  the  Privy  Council  intervened,  and  the  re- 
organisation of  the  Dental  examinations  is  now  being 
proceeded  with.  Our  turn  is  overdue,  and  we  shall  get 
it  by  and  by.  The  position  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  its  finances  would  be  immensely  strengthened  by 
boldly  tackling  the  job  themselves,  without  waiting  for 
the  big  stick  of  the  Privy  Council.  Our  old-time  mono- 
polies are  being  whittled  away  one  by  one.  (1)  The 
"  known,  admitted,  and  approved  "  exemption  of  the 
Medicine  Stamp  Act  had  to  be  granted  by  the  Excise  to 
drug-stores,  because  that  exemption  went  back  to 
George  III.'s  days,  when  there  were  no  examinations, 
and  all  men  who  served  a  druggist  became  in  turn  a 
druggist.  (2)  The  Insurance  dispensing  of  poisons  can 
be  done  by  men  who  had  three  years'  experience  of  doctors' 
surgery  or  public  dispensary  work,  if  they  like  to  set 
up  in  business.  (3)  The  actual  sale  to  the  public  of 
poisons  is  not  worth  5s.  a  week  out  of  every  £10  worth 
of  everyday  sales,  so  that  the  unqualified  man  with  good 
experience  need  not  worry  himself  about  any  examina- 
tion. He  can  be  just  as  successful  so  long  as  he  has 
the  business  position  and  knowledge.  Therefore,  men 
who  go  on  talking  about  position  and  status,  about  Latin 
and  all  the  old  worn-out  faiths  in  the  study  of  dead 
languages,  rather  than  modern,  living  languages,  will  get 
the  same  sort  of  shock  individually  which  we  have  got 
nationally,  because  our  colleges,  like  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge, have  stuck  too  much  to  ancient  classics  and  too 
little  to  modern  languages  and  science,  with  the  result 
that  we  are  (and  were  before  1914)  losing  world  markets. 
Mr.  Woolcock  settled  the  Latin  question  at  Chester,  when 
he  said  :  "Do  you  want  culture  or  utility  in  apprentices? 
If  the  former,  why  stop  at  one  book  of  Caesar  ?  Why 
not  Virgil  and  Xenophon  (the  Greek)  as  well?  "  As  a 
fact,  we  must  continue  in  Council  schools  to  study  both 
Latin  and  Greek  because  of  the  roots  of  our  language, 
but  it  can  be  done,  and  even  now  is  being  done,  with- 
out wasting  so  much  time  on  it  as  they  did  fifty  years 
ago.  And  as  for  the  drug-trade,  what  Latin  and  Greek 
we  need  for  culture  we  ought  to  get  at  school,  leaving 
our  special  trade  Latin  for  our  second  and  third  examina- 
tions. In  this  respect  Germany,  who  has  seized  so  much 
of  our  export  trade,  has  Universities  which  turn  out  men 
for  business  and  diplomacy,  each  speaking  four  or  five 
languages.  And  yet  her  doctors  still  write  their  pre- 
scriptions in  full  Latin,  and  the  C.  d-  D.  has  often  told 
us  how  they  belittled  Sir  Morell  Mackenzie  at  San  Remo 
when  he  could  not,  and  did  not,  use  full  Latin.  So 
that  apparently  Germany  can  still  stick  to  the  old,  while 
not  neglecting  the  new,  languages,  as  we  know  to  our 
cost  in  the  struggle  for  world  markets.  Why  say  more  ? 
The  struggle  for  a  living  in  England  will  soon  be  back 
in  the  days  of  1914.  That  is  why  I  say  to  young  men  get 
the  knowledge  of  your  trade.  Do  not  wait  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  !  They  only  want  a  select  few 
of  you  !    They  deal  in  culture,  not  in  drugs  !

Dental  Registration 

Sir, — Having  sent  in  my  declaration  of  oath  duly  filled 
in,  attested,  and  signed,  I  was  asked  by  the  Registrar  of 
the  Dental  Board  to  supply  further  proof  in  the  form  of 
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receipts  for  dental  purchases  as  showing  that  I  had  "  done 
all  those  operations  usually  performed  by  dentists,"  and 
that  I  "  had  a  substantial  practice  immediately  before  the 
Act,  1921.  Unfortunately,  for  certain  reasons,  I  am  unable 
to  produce  the  receipts  asked  for,  but  I  have  supplied 
what  I  consider  sound  documentary  evidence  of  my  claim 
to  registration,  having  done  dental  work  for  over  twenty 
years,  been  a  member  of  the  Chemists'  Dental  Society  for 
ten  years,  evidence  of  work  sent  to  mechanics  covering  a 
period  of  several  years,  and  recommendations  from  L.D.S.s 
and  medical  men.  I  have  also  sent  testimonials,  which 
have  been  returned  as  (I  take  it)  useless  evidence.  It 
appears  to  me  that  the  expression  "  substantial  practice  " 
with  or  without  receipts  could  be  construed  and  used  so 
as  to  preclude  the  most  deserving  of  all  persons  from 
registration,  while  an  unskilled  person  who  might  be  con- 
tinually remaking  or  remodelling  his  own  misfits  would 
get  on  by  virtue  of  his  increased  expenses  in  the  purchase 
of  dental  materials.  I  should  be  glad  to  know  how  other 
dental  chemists  are  faring  in  this  matter.

Salaries  for  Pharmacists 

Sib,— The  offer  of  "  Somerset  "  (C.  &  D.,  April  1,  p.  69) 
to  provide  a  home  and  small  salary  for  an  out-of-work 
pharmacist,  although  not  in  need  of  a  qualified  assistant, 
is  a  sporting  one,  and  I  trust  it  will  be  accepted  in  the 
spirit  in  which  it  is  made.  At  the  same  time,  such 
measures  can  only  be  palliative  and  not  remedial,  and 
I  hope  that  "Somerset"  will  not  have  cause  to  repent 
his  generosity.  It  must  be  remembered  that,  however 
grateful  a  man  may  be  for  a  berth  when  he  is  without 
one,  if  he  is  young,  which  is  most  likely,  and  has  any 
grit,  his  natural  instinct  is  to  improve  his  status,  and 
such  an  opening  provides  him  neither  with  the  means  of 
saving  money  nor  working  for  a  higher  position.  If,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  young  fellow  has  no  moral  balance, 
he  will  inevitably,  in  the  course  of  a  month  or  two,  come 
to  consider  himself  as  an  unfortunate  victim  of  underpaid 
labour,  and,  forgetful  of  his  previous  hardship,  will  try 
to  reduce  his  services  to  the  same  level.  The  whole 
position  is  at  the  present  time  an  exceedingly  difficult 
one ;  whether,  owing  to  the  usual  fluctuation  of  supply 
and  demand  the  entries  for  the  Qualifying  examination 
will  drop  to  such  a  level  that  the  natural  wastage  in 
the  trade  will  provide  vacancies  for  the  men  already 
qualified,  or  not,  can  only  be  determined  by  the  course 
of  time,  but  that  is  small  consolation  to  the  man  who  is 
out  now. — Yours,  etc.,  D.  Obsett  (31/4). 


Legal  Queries 

H.  C.  (31/3). — Dangebous  Detjgs  Act. — A  prescription 
containing  nepenthe  3SS.  in  Jj.  is  well  outside  the  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  Act. 

Household  (3/4). — If  the  household  ammonia  contains 
more  than  5  per  cent,  by  weight  of  free  ammonia  it  must 
be  labelled  in  accordance  with  the  Eegulations  made  under 
Section  5  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  The 
details  are  given  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary, 
1922,  p.  225. 

N.  B.  (27/3)  asks  whether  National  Health  and  Un- 
employment Insurance  contributions  must  be  paid  in 
respect  of  his  son,  aged  sixteen,  who  is  apprenticed  to 
him.  [If  the  lad  is  not  paid  any  wages  at  all  he  need 
not  be  insured;  but  the  payment  of  "pocket-money" 
might  be  regarded  as  wages  so  as  to  bring  him  within  the 
schemes.] 

.4.  L.  (23/3).— We  think  that,  unless  all  the  share- 
holders in  the  limited  company  carrying  on  the  business 
of  a  chemist,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  are  qualified,  the  statement  on  the  hand- 
bill ("the  proprietors  .  .  .  are  fully  qualified  chemists") 
would  involve  the  risk  of  prosecution  under  the  Pharmacy 
Acts.  The  proprietors  of  a  limited  company  are  the 
shareholders.

— Celluloid  is  difficult  to  polish  by- 
hand,  but  comparatively  easy  if  machinery  is  employed. 
The  polishing  materials  employed  are  emery  flour  or  putty 
powder  combined  with  soap.  A  uniform  surface  is  first 
obtained  by  means  of  finely  powdered  pumice.

The  charge  is  4s.  6d.  The  price  you  mention  only  yields 
33^  per  cent,  on  the  materials,  so  that  it  cannot  be  said 
to  be  a  satisfactory  dispensing  charge. 

E.  H.  (21/3). — Absolute  alcohol  can  hardly  have 
deteriorated  sufficiently  to  destroy  the  characters  of  cat- 
gut. It  is  a  wrong  practice  to  keep  absolute  alcohol  in 
an  open  vessel,  where  contamination  from  outside  sources 
is  probable.  It  may  be  that  the  catgut  is  not  free  of 
fat.  The  usual  plan  in  London  hospitals  is  to  pour  suffi 
cient  spirit  into  a  dish  to  cover  the  catgut,  just  before 
operations.  The  spirit  is  stored  usually  in  stoppered 
containers  and  keeps  indefinitely.  That  which  is  poured 
out  into  open  vessels  frequently  becomes  contaminated, 
and  is  usually  thrown  away  unless  the  hospital  has 
authority  from  the  Excise  for  re-distillation. 

A.  K.  H.  (16/3). — Stocktaking. — We  are  glad  out 
advice  was  the  means  of  helping  you.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

Pharmaceutical  Education  in  the  Provinces 

Among  the  candidates  for  a  seat  on  the  next  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  will  be  Mr.  W.  V.  Radley,  of  Sheffield,  who 
is  to  be  put  forward  partly  as  a  representative  of  that 
important  town  and  district,  and  partly,  and  it  would 
appear  mainly,  as  a  prominent  advocate  for  the  establish 
ment  of  a  system  of  provincial  pharmaceutical  education, 
to  be  subsidised  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  Shef- 
field chemists  have  been  very  earnest  and  persistent  in  then- 
efforts  to  obtain  this  boon,  and  there  is  no  doubt  a  strong 
sympathy  with  them  in  other  provincial  associations.  It  is 
likely  that  the  question  will  come  prominently  forward  both 
at  the  annual  meeting-  in  May,  and  afterwards,  and,  conse- 
quently, in  the  deliberations  of  the  Council.  The  history 
of  the  reason  why  the  chemists  and  druggists  of  Sheffield 
have  taken  up  this  subject  so  warmly  is  both  interesting 
and  instructive.  More  than  a  year  ago  they  established 
some  very  excellent  classes  for  the  benefit  of  the  assistants 
and  apprentices  in  their  midst ;  and  though  the  opportunity 
was  one  of  essential  moment  to  those  for  whom  it  was 
provided,  it  was  soon  found  that  the  charms  of  study, 
backed  though  these  were  by  the  persuasive  frown  of  the 
examinations  which  darkened  the  future,  were  no  match 
for  the  other  rural  or  social  attractions  which  Sheffield 
could  offer.  In  other  words,  the  classes  did  not  pay,  and 
the  Association  which  had  established  them  found  itself 
involved  in  a  deficit  of  nearly  fifteen  pounds  on  this  account 
alone.

co-operate''  ?  Indeed,  so  nice  were  some  of  their 
expressions  that  it  was  difficult  at  times  to  respond 
adequately.

Chemists'  returns,  with  consequent 
profit-making  capacity,  increased 
very  materially,  and  many  INCOME  TAX 
ASSESSMENTS  although  gradually  but 
substantially  increased,  have  been  accepted 
and  paid  upon  without  attempt  to  consider 
or  challenge  their  equity. 

Recent  experience  suggests  that  Chemists 
are  now  entering  upon  a  period  which 
indicates  a  reversal  of  the  continuous 
prosperity  which  has  characterised  the 
seven  years  preceding. 

The  obvious  deduction  is  that  until  trade 
revives  (even  then  the  war-time  abnor- 
malities will  be  absent),  there  will  be  a 
decline  in  profits. 

If  you  have  suffered  yourself  to  be 
assessed  in  the  past,  there  may  be  some 
difficulty,  without  certified  accounts,  in 
proving  to  the  Surveyor  of  Taxes  that 
your  claim  is  a  just  one,  should  your 
profits  in  your  opinion  fall  below  the 
standard  of  your  previous  assessment. 

To  meet  this  contingency  it  behoves  you 
to  set  your  accounts  in  order  immediately, 
and  if  you  have  not  previously  included 
the  highly  important  item  of  STOCK 
in  your  calculations  when  estimating  profit, 
either  to  take  stock  at  once  or  have  it 
taken  for  you.

THE  SELLING  PRICES  in  this  list  are  based  on  the  given  cost  and  calculated  for  the  quantities  specified,  the  total  oncost  for  that 
turnover  being  then  added,  together  with  the  net  profit,  to  the  nearest  decimal.  In  case  of  fractions  the  prices  are  rounded  up  or 
down  to  the  most  suitable  figure.  In  arriving  at  the  prices  allowance  has  been  made  for  variations  in  the  specific  gravity  of  liquids.  For 
intermediate  drachm  prices  divide  1-oz.  quotation  by  7  and  multiply  by  the  number  of  drachms  required.  The  asterisk  in  the 
grain  (selling  price)  column  denotes  that  the  price  is  for  20  grains. 

INTERMEDIATE  QUANTITIES  should  be  calculated  on  the  lower  figure  until  midway  is  passed,  then  on  the  higher  figure. 
The  range  of  the  quantities  quoted  in  the  list  may  be  increased  as  follows  :  For  one  pint,  add  one-fourth  to  the  1 6-oz.  selling  price.  The 
gallon  price  for  oils  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  cwt.  price  by  6  ;  for  7-lb.  sales  multiply  the  lb.  cost  by  10  ;  for  14-lb.  by  20  ;  and  for 
28-lb.  by  38. 

ADJUSTING  PRICES, — While  standard  wholesale  prices  are  used  as  the  starting  point  for  calculating  the  retail  prices,  it 
maybe  desired  to  adjust  the  selling  price  for  variations  in  cost.  This  may  be  effected  by  the  following  simplified  method  :  To  obtain 
the  lb.  selling  price,  add  half  to  the  cost  price  (yielding  334  per  cent,  on  return) ;  for  the  4-oz.  selling  price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  10 
and  multiply  by  4  (yielding  37.5  per  cent.)  ;  for  the  1-oz.  selling  price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  9  (yielding  43.75  per  cent.). 

SALE  RESTRICTIONS.— The  small  capital  letters  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the  cost  price  indicate  the  restrictions  on  the  sale  in 
Great  Britain  of  the  particular  drug  or  chemical.

"  C.  &  D."  Series  of  Poisons  Cards 

We  have  revised  the  C.  &  D.  Poisons  Schedule  Cards, 
which  were  originally  issued  shortly  after  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  came  into  force,  and  which 
have  been  out  of  print  for  some  time.  These  are  now 
on  sale  at  prices  given  below.  The  revised  cards 
are  founded  on  the  lists  published  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Diary,  1922,  and  embody  changes  which  have 
taken  place  since  the  Diary  was  printed.  The  C.  &  D. 
Poisons  Cards,  which  are  specially  convenient  for  re- 
ference in  the  pharmacy,  are  uniform  in  size  (10  in.  x 
12^  in.),  and  each  card  is  provided  with  cord  for  hanging 
up. 

No.  1  gives  the  Schedules  and  Regulations  under  the 
various  Acts  of  Parliament  restricting  the  sale  of  poisons, 
etc.,  in  Great  Britain.
